PARIS, Sept. 7.—Philip René Viviani, 
one of the greatest orators of recent 
times and Premier of France at the mo- 
ment when the World War began, died 
‘this morning at the Nursing Home in 
Clamart, near Paris, where he had 
spent the last few mnths awaiting Y 
Ymevitable end of a long illness. 
Viviani was in his sixty-second year.. 

Ever since the death of his wife jn 
1923 his life had been- broken by a grow- 
ing fevér 6f mind and body. His whole 
tharacter and his oratory weré of ‘a 
fiery kind. He was born undér an 
African sun at Sidi-Bel-Abbes, Algerié, 
and no one who ever heard him deliver 
one of his passionate orations can forget 
the heat and fire of the man. 

He spoke, writes Stephane Lauzanne 
in the Matin today, “not only with his 
voice, but with his flaming eyés, with 
every limb and with his heart and 
nerves.

The basis of dealing with 
France and Italy will be entirely upon 
their financial strength and ability. to 
pay, and each country will be treated 
independently and without relation to 
Great Britain's offer to France or to 
the American terms granted to Belgium.

The Noa is a modern first-line des- 
troyer of the newest type of 1,398 tons 
displacement, of which the Navy De- 
partment has many that were author- 
ized during the World War. 

The Noa. was launched at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard June 28, 1919, She was placed 
in commission Feb. 15, 1921, and was 
sone sent to the Philippines for, service 
in the American forces in Asiatic waters. 
In. recent months the craft has been 
engaged on-duty in Chinese waters in 
connection with the disturbances at 
Shanghai and. Canton. 

The Noa is ‘$14 feet 4% inches long, 
over all, has a beam of 30 feet 11 inches 
and draws 9 feet 4 inches of water. She 
recorded a’ speed of 31.89 knots an hour 
on trial and carried a complement of 
eight wardroom officers, ten chief petty 
officers and 104 enlisted men. She is 
driven hy Parsons geared turbines. The 
armament consists of four.4-inch guns, 
of 50 calibre model, one 38-inch gun, and 
four triple 21-inch. ‘torpedoes.

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 7.—Doctor John 
J. Morton, whose life\ was threatened 
by Agrarians in Atlixco, Puebla, arrived 
in Mexico City tonight with his wife and 
two children. <A military escort took 
him from his home to the station and 
detectives accompanied him on the train 
to Mexico City. 

Dr. Morton tells a terrible story of 
conditions at Atlixco. His home was 
fired upon and his life threatened by 
Agrarians: His wife, while in the plaza 
near their home, was shot at. 

Dr. Morton was compelled to hide in 
his home until Thursday night when a 
Lieutenant arrived with a squad of 
soldiers with orders from his military 
commanders to prbtect Dr. Morton and 
his family at all: costs. The soldiers 
‘stayed with Dr. Morton, not letting him 
out of their sight until train time when 
they -escorted him to the station. 

At the station the commander of the 
squad requested Dr. Morton to enter the 
station from the farthest side of the 
building as a group of men were seen in 
the windows of the municipar building 
with arms, the Lieutenant fearing Dr. 
Morton would be shot before arrival of 
the train. He warned Dr. Morton that

Affirmative action on the World Court 
protocol, with reservations that the 
United States shall not be responsible for 
the obligations of the League of Na- 
tions, and a definite statute to deal with 
advisory opinions of the Court. 

Legislation that will make it advanta- 
geous to the railroads to consolidate into 
several large units, and some compul- 
sory feature to be applied after seven 
years have been given for voluntary ac- 
tion. The advisers of the Administra- 
tion, despite Senator Watson's assertion, 
are not yet agreed upon the compulsory 
clause, as they have not yet found a 
way to force consolidation legally. , 

There will be no farm legislation of a 
character that can be called class legis- 


lation, but merely a development of the 
Administration’s program for coopera-

When 
the boy was taken ill they were unable 
to secure medical treatment as doctors 
feared to come to Aflixco, and when 
the child was taken to Puebla his condi- 
tion was so serious he died. Dr. Morton, 
with tears streaming down his face, 
told of hia last look at the grave while 
he was surrounded by soldiers and car- 
rying a pistol in his hand for protection 
against a crowd of enemies standing

The army of pleasure seekers who 
poured out of the city for Labor Day 
thronged back yesterday afternoon and 
evening from seashore and mountains. 
Trains‘arriving at the Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion and the Grand Central Terminal 
were jammed. The Hudson River fer- 
ries. did a record business, and streams 
of automobiles flowed into the city over 
the Boston and Albany Post Roads. . 

Congestion, both on railroads and 
highways, was less marked, howévér, 
‘than last year, officials said. Credit for 
this. waa given chiefly to the weather. 
Because of the rain, which set in early 
Sunday evening, many vacationists who 
would have delayed their return to the 
city until late last night, came in Sun- 
day night or yesterday morning. Thus 
traffic Was distelbuted the 
day yesterday as it would. not have been 
had the weather been clear. 

At the office of Station Master Wil- 
liam H. Egan at: the Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion it was said that yesterday was one 
of the heaviest days on record theré, A 
total of 250,000 persons passed through 
the Pennsylvania and, the Long Island 
Stations. Most of the incoming trains, 
instead of carrying six or eight cars, 
were made up of from ten to fourteen,

Hylan Talke of Schools. 


Chairman Sullivah’s work was easy. 
He introduced Mayor Hylan just as 
he had Governor Smith, as ‘‘a man 
who needs no introduction.” Mayor 
Hylan was greeted énthusiastically. 
After saying he was glad of the op- 
portunity té6 addfess 4 labor audiencé 
the Mayor spoke as follows: 

“While we have heard about labor 
conditions in the nation and in the 
State I think I am rhe well equipped 
to discuss labof conditions as they ap- 
ply to the city of New York. For 
many years I have come in contact 
with labor men, and in fact I am still 
& mémber of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
Motive Hngineerf, and I want to as- 
sure you that I appreciate the privilege 
that I have had to continue the mem- 
bership in that. organization since my 
duties have been calléd in~ another 
sphere. 

‘Prior to 1918 in the City of New 
York the tehdency was to retatd the 
progress of labor and add to the army 
of the laboring men just as many a8 
possible.’ The captains of industty con- 
tended’ that we were educating thé chil- 
dren of the masses too well, and 
that continued there would be no one 
to do the laboring work, so they set out 
to, if possible, break up a condition of 

rogress in our education system where- 

y the children of the masses were to 
be educated, and when I took hold of 
the mayoralty séat in 1018 we were 
over $75,000, behind in the construc- 
tion of public schools in the city. We 
had prevailing the system Kn6wf as thé 
Gary System, which had fof its purposé 
the education of the child for the mill 
and factory instead of the higher pro- 
fesslohs in life.

His Position on Pay Rise 
for City Employes. 





The Chief, an organ of the civil service 
employes of New York, which has a 
large circulation among the 100,000 men 
and women on the city’s payroll, pub- 
lishes a statement from the records 
which purports to describe Mayor 
Hylan’'s attitude toward the Prevailing 
Rate of Wages law for municipal em- 
ployes in the per diem class.

VIVIANI, FRANCES 
GREAT ORATOR, DEAD

ington Naval Disarmament Conference. 
Viviani was a lawyer by profession. 


Chooses Law as Profession. 


and internationally famous lawyer and 
statesman, was the most renowned of 
the public men given to the French na- 
tion by her young colonies in Africa. 
Born Nov. 8, 1863, in the village of Sici- 
Bel-Abbes, in the interior of Algeria— 
which was itself born of the brilliant 
French conquest—Viviani came to be 
known through the years of his political 
life as a man who embodied in their 
truest sense the principles of liberty, 
equality andftfraternity upon which the 
French Republic was founded. 
Destined by his pious mother to the 
cloth of the Roman Catholic Church, 
Viviani’s taste for oratory and love 
of debate estranged him ,from the cler- 
ical influence in early manhood and de- 
ciced his choice of the 1aw as a pro- 
fession. : 
He was.graduated from the University 
of Paris and immediately began the 
practice of law in Algiers, but it was not 
long before his ambitions required a 
wider field. He overcame many ob- 
stacles to establish himself in Paris, and 


many more before any one knew he :was 
there, yet his rise * was meteoric and 
he took high rank at the bar and an 
enviable niche in politics. 

His advanced views on social and re- 
ligious questions naturally drew him 
definitely into the Socialist movement 
just then beginning to grow rapidly 
France. He saw the needs of the 
laboring and low-salaried classes; he 
fought with them for a readjustment of 
Mheir social conditions; he won the con- 
fidence of farmer and woodman voters 
in picturesque Auvergne; he brought 
into being the old-age pension laws; 
then he became the first Minister of! 
Labor, and. it was -upon the shoulders 
of the workers he befriended in those 
early days that he was carried to the 
high positions he afterward held in the 
political affairs of the Republic. 


Elected te Chamber of Deputies. 


His first election to the Chamber of 
Deputies occurred in’1893, when he was: 


sent from the Department of the Seine, | 
tncluding Paris. He was re-elected in, 


1897, but met defeat in 1902“ when the: 
Nationalists swept Paris. He devoted 
the next few years to the practice of 
his profession, although still continuing 
to lead the Socialist Party, which was 
rapidly losing strength because of a 
conflict between its two factions. 

The turning point of his career, how- 
ever, came in 1904, when the Interna- 
tional Socialist Congress, under the in- 
fluence of Bebel, the German Socialist 
leader, adopted a resolution demanding 
the unification of the party. Viviani, 
with Aristide Briand ahd Alexandre 
Millerand, refused to accept this de- 
cision, and rather than compromise with 
the revolutionary element of the body, 
organized a separate wing that ulti- 
mately became the Republican Socialist 
Party. Its first success came in 1906, 
when twenty Depntties, including Viviani, 
Briand and Millerand, were elected. 

Wise old Georges Clemenceau, upon 
becoming Premier in October of the 
same year, chose Viviani to head the 
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_|.to.aveid incidents that might invoke war. 


newly created Department of Labor, and 
there the workman’s friend accomplished 
wonders by finding common ground of 
understanding between capital and labor, 
and at a time, too, when the toiling 
classes were dangerously astir. 

Briand, succeeding Millerand as Pre- 
mier in 1909, retained Viviani in office, 
but a difference arose between them as 
to the right of the State railroad em- 
ployes to strike,: and Viviani retired. He 
returned to power, -however, four years 
later when he became Minister of Public 
Instruction in the Cabinet of M. Dou- 
mergue. i 

The fateful yéar of 1914, which ushered 
in the World War, saw Viviani with the 
reins of government in his own hands 
for the first time, after the: Chamber 
had refused to accept a Cabinet formed 
\by Alexandre Ribot. 


His Pacific Policy. 


As Prime Minister in the most tre- 
mendous crisis in French history since 
the Revolution, Viviani immediately put 
into effect the pacific policies which had 
marked ‘ his .political career from the 
first. He seconded heartily the efforts 
of Sir Edward Grey to bring. about me- 
diation between the disinterested powers, 
and even invited the criticism_of his own 
people by withdrawing the ich troops 
seven niiles from the frontier in order

dent Poincaré when the Austrian ulti- 
matum was delivered to Serbia, and im- 
mediately notified his Government to ad- 
vise a conciliatory attitude in the part 
of the challenged nation. 

For more than a year he guided the 
War Cabinet and then consented to take 
a less active réle as Vice President in 
order to permit Briand to organize~ the 
‘Sacred Union’’ Cabinet, in which all 
political parties were represented and all 
living ex-Premiers were included.* He 
retired from the Government Sept. 12, 
1917, when Painlevé succeeded Briand as 
Premier. 

In ‘the meantime Viviant had visited 
the United States with Marshal Joffre 
as head of the French_delegation which 
came here to consult With the Govern- 
ment on the European war. He made 
$a-second visit in 1921 on the eventfatl oc- 
casion of the Washington Armament 
Conference, when his réle was far more 
difficult. - 

The political career of Viviani, while 
remarkable in many respects, was not so 
notable, perhaps, as his talents prom- 
ised. His statesmanlike. qualities were 
legion, yet ey were nullified to a con- 
siderable extent by the extreme nature 
of his views on social and religious 
questions. Those who knew him through- 
out his life were agreed that few men 
had assumed graver responsibilities than 
he; few had acquitted themselves with 
more honor in the performance of tre- 
mendous tasks, and nong had equaled 
him in political faithfulmess; yet they 
knew, too, that he would find a place in 
history only as a mover of men by the 
charm of speech. He lacked the great 
essential quality of cooperation. 


Unequaled in France as Orator.

As an orator, Viviani had no equal in 
French history. Jean Jaures, the fa- 
mous Socialist leader, and Aristide Bri- 
and were perhaps his superiors in de- 
bate, but none could ‘move audiences as 


did Viviani by the simple seduction of 
speech regardless of subject matter. Pos- 
sessed of a clear, high tertor voice, which 


tiveness, the Parisian lawyer had many 
times demonstrated his ability to hold 
under the spell of his oratory an audi- 
ence that understood not a word of 
French, and had often wrested acclama- 
tions from political opponents who dis- 
agreed with every statement he made. 
Had he adopted the stage as a profes- 
sion instead of the law, many believe 
he would have made the greatest actor 
of all time. 5 , 

Always an active worker in the cam- 
paign to separate the affairs of Church 
and State, Viviani acquired first fame 
as an orator in the councils of the So- 
cialist Party and confirmed it in -the 
Chamber of Deputies by a speech urg- 
ing the Government to eliminate relig- 
ious influence from. public affairs. 
Probably no other orator in the world 
could have expressed the same anti-cleri- 
cal sentiments, even in the French 
Chamber of Deputies, without being 
hooted down, yet Viviani invariably 
brought the entire -Chamber td its feet 
acclaiming statements with which many 
disagreed and which were of no interest 
to a great many more. 

Like. most Frenchmen, Viviani had a 
penchant for writing. Early in his ca- 
reer he collaborated on the Manterno, 
when Briand was its editor, and after 
the World War he contributed largely to 
the American press, confining his writ- 
ings chiefly to European politics.

WANT THEIR OWN CHURCH 


“Anti-Christlan” Demonstrations of 
Mission Students a Phase 
of Political Unrest.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 8.—I feel that.I do 
not know very much about the ethical 
impression which foreigners have made 
in China, and there are many signs that 
our missionaries here just now are some- 
what puzzled on this point also. 

Of course, there are reports and sta- 
tistics of the mission organizations and 
other foreign uplift efforts, but I am un- 
able to feel that they prove much. Fig- 
ures compiled in 1924 show that there 
are 6,700 foreign men and women en- 
gaged in Christian mission work in 
China. Of those about 700 are medical 
practitioners and nurses. A little less 
than 25,000 Chinese are occupied in min- 
isterial, medical and educational mission 
work. There are 2,600 Chinese medical 
practitioners and nurses, and 21,000 Chi- 
nese teachers in the mission schools. 

The total number of Chinese professing 
Christianity is put at 620,000. Foreign 
missionaries point with pride to that 
total, -but to me it is not impressive. 
Something more than 500,000 of pro- 
fesséd Christians in China in a popula- 
tion of over 400,000,000, after more than 
a century of effort, seems rather insignifi- 
cant. It does not appear on the face of 
things as if much of a foreign dent has 
been made in Chinese spiritual psychol- 
ogy. 

And one must not overlook that in 
China, as in Western countries, the total 
of “‘professed’’ Christians may be very 
misleading if taken as a measure of 
spiritual influence. For a long time the 
term “rice Christians’ has been used by 
foreign cynics.to describe Chinese who 
are believed to have joined the Church 
for selfish reasons—to obtain better po- 
sitions for themselves, to get better se- 
eurity for themselves and families, to get 
foreign education for some of their chil- 
dren free of cost or at very low cost. 

I would not depreciate Christian mis- 
sions in China. To me their educational, 
medical and charitable labors here are 
admirable and beneficial. Those I can 
estimate with some intelligence, for one 
can apply much the some standards that 
one would use in Europe and America. 
But always, when I have tried to sound 
the spiritual depths of Christianity in 
China, I feel as if walking on ether. I 
never have talked about religion with a 
Chinese Christian without a sensation 


that somewhere in the back of his mind 
Christianity is given a twist which, if 
it was accurately translated to us, would 
not be orthodox. But perhaps I do not 
know much about Christianity. 

In the chapter on Christian: missions in 
the last edition of the China Year Book 
I find this statement: ‘‘At this moment 
the Christian religion is without doubt 
the most powerful influence at work for 
the uplift of China,"’ 


Influence Is Hard to Measure. 


Many sincere and able persons believe 
that. They are of the type who firmly 
believe that the Christian religion is 
without doubt the most powerful influ- 
ence at work for the uplift of the world. 
If one believes that, why, one believes it, 
and there is no room for argument. If it 
is true for the world it therefore would 
be true for China. But aside from gen- 
eralizations like that it is difficult for 
the secular mind to grasp the extent and 
depth of foreign ethical influence here. 
It is indeed a vague thing which cannot 
be put into statistics nor measured by 
totals of church communicants. 
~But here and there one finds a definite 
indication of Western ethical influence 
stamped plainly on China’s historical 
page. It is interesting to mark a few 
steps. Y 

From time to time the Chinese Govern- 
ment has moved officially regarding 
Christianity in China. The first treaties 
conceding the privilege to teach and 
practice Christianity. here were wrung 
from China by thé same process by 
which other treaties were obtained; that 
is, by intimidation. But in later years, 
when the character of foreign mission 
work was better understood, the attitude 
of the Chinese Government toward it 
altered. In 1891 the Imperial Govern- 
ment issued a decree ordering protection 
to be given to the mission establish- 
ments; in, 1895 that admonition was re- 
peated, and the people were warned not 
tO lend an ear to idle stories and sus- 

cions about the missionaries; again, in 
1 (the Boxer trouble then was on the 
horizon) officials were warned to guard 
and’ protect the missionaries and their 
property carefully. 

“The definite and perhaps far-reaching 
imprint which Western ethical influence 
has made in China is found in the pro- 
visional Constitution of the Republic of 
China, and again in the so-called perma- 
nent Constitution, which accords reli- 
gious liberty to ali people in\China and 
removes disabilities previously laid on 
Christians, 2

But it is not so much alarm lest Bol- 
shevism or a kh soe to an Asiatic 
philosophy or religion 1 destroy their 
‘work in China that troubles the mission- 
aries as it is the demonstration which 
recent events give of how slight is the 
hold of Christianity on their converts 
and tsudents and how little Western re- 
ligious teaching appears to have given 
strength and solidity to Chinese ethical 
and political psychology. All that is 
needed, apparently, to wash it out is for 
a time of political excitement and stress 

o arrive. 

For some years Marshall Feng Yu- 
hsaing, the ‘Christian General,’’ has 
been pointed to by missionaries in China 
as an example of how Christianity bet- 
ters. the morals and conduct of China’s 
officialdom ; and {twas something of a 
shock to them when in ‘“‘war’’ between 
Wu Pei-fu and Crang Tro-lin last Au% 
tumn Marshal Feng caused the defeat of 
his commander, Marshal Wu, by an act 
which the secuplar mind cannot distin- 
guish from base treachery. Yet a promi- 
nent missionary of long experience in 
China publicly .justified Marshal Feng 
on the ground that, having first sought 
divine guidance in prayer, he honestly 
believed that his desertion of Wu Pai-fu 
was for the good of China. 


Converts Want Treaty Revision. 


It takes a good deal of twisting about 
at times to reconcile Chinese Christian 
practices with Western. ethical stand- 
ards. Such incidents can be explained 
easily by putting them in the category 
of individual actions, which, as in West- 
ern countries, cannot be taken as prov- 
ing a rule. That explanation is perfectly 
validtoo. One therefore wonders at the 
pains taken to hold up the obvious fal- 
lacy that one a Chinese outwardly has 
accepted our ethics and religion he can 
be depended on to shap his course by 
them hereafter. 

The existing ‘‘anti-foreign’’ troubles 
here have given definite proof that the 


body of Chinese Christians. are in com- 
plete sympathy with the national aspira- 
tions of New China. They are among 
the strongest supporters of the so-called 
anti-forei and patriotic agitation. In 
the polit sense, then, our ethical 
teaching here geems to have reacted 
against the foreign position. A few days 
ago the China National Christian Coun- 
cil,.a body of which a majrity are Chi- 
nese, issued a manifesto defending the 
Chinese — in the questions now at 
issue and demanding a broad revision of 
the treaties. 
The question often is asked: ‘“‘How has 
foreign ‘influence and the teaching and 
example of foreigners in China affected 
the political institutions and practices cf 
the countr?’”’ . 
My observation, which is supported by 
the almost unanimous opinion of experi- 
enced foreigners here and also by tes- 
timony of many intelligent Chinese, is 
that foreign educated and Christian Chi- 
nese in official lfe are not on the aver- 
age a wht more honest (or less corrupt) 
or more patriotic than other Chinese: 
Chinese who were educated abroad or 
who obtained a ‘‘foreign’’ education in 
China. usually are more outspoken in 
their’ patriotic expressions than home 
people, probably because their education 
has given them a wider outlook and has 
made them more conscious of inequali- 
ties in China’s foreign relations, and 
has made them more able to express 
their views. It now is pretty evident 
that it takes something more than 
Western education and a veneer of 
Christian political ethics and practice. 
Marshal Feng, the ‘Christian Gen- 
eral,’’ who now has almost dictatorial 
power beyond the Great Wall and in 
Mongolia, is fully as ruthless in his 
methods of ‘‘squeeze”’ as any of the old- 
time mandarins ever were; indeed, it is 
doubtful if the mandarins’ of the empire 
ever dared squeeze the popl so openly 
and tnjustly as these Tupans and Tu- 
chuns of the republic do. 
Foreign business contacts with China 
have had a very important influence in 
the Chinese ethical outlook, but that as- 
pect requires separate treatment.

BRITAIN HEARS PAINLEVE. 


French Premier's Speech at Geneva 
Broadcast Via Eiffel Tower.

LONDON, Sept. 7.—Millions of people 
in Britain heard M. Painlevé’s ‘speech 
on; world peace at Geneva today by 
clever arrangement in ‘which it was 
broadcast across the Alps _to the Eiffel 
Tower in Paris, then relayed to the 
station at Bromley, England, and thence 
to the listeners.

Herriot last 
year that France is willing to submit 
all international disputes to compulsory 
arbitration, : 

“France ts not‘attached to any for- 
mula,” he said. ‘‘Her desire is peace. 
She is prepared to study all methods 
which can secure for the small nations 
as well as the great ones the right to 
live and work in peace and honor. But 
no project of cooperation for the mainte- 
nance of peace will be effective unless it 
has its root in the League of Nations.”’ 

He ‘referred to Germany’s request for 
special conditions of entry’ and praised 
the attion of the Council in deciding 
that Germany must enter just as other 
nations and he asked the Assembly to 
approve this decision.

Premier Craig Tells Commons the 
Government Stands Firm.

50,000 Berlin Families to Fight 
Eviction for Failure to Pay Rent.

BERLIN, Sept. 7.—Berlin landlords re- 
questing the courts.to dust 50,000 families 
from their homes fot non-payment of 
rent now face the, possibility of the 
tenants forming a ‘union and refusing 
either to pay rent or to leave their 
homes even en the order of a court. 

Though present rents are only 85 per 
cent. of the pre-war rate, the earning 
power of certain classes, especially the 
intellectuals, is far below that of 1914. 
Berlin also had a large number of 
families who lived from incomes, which 
inflation wiped out. As a consequencé 
thousands of families are living in 
houses where rent is much greater pro- 
portionately than present earnings. 

The tenants feel that the landlords are 
unwilling to meet them half way until 
the advent of more prosperous times, 
and are enlisting the aid of thd@ir friends 
in fighting the landlords and the laws 
governing rent prices.~ On the other 
hand the landlords claim that taxes 
take all their income from their houses, 
leaving them without a fair rate of in- 
terest on their investments, and on ac- 
count of the housing laws they are re- 
quired to take in any tenants assigned 
to. their houses by the Housing Coni- 
mittee.

“Children Wage-Slaves Refuse to Work 
for Their Oppressors.”’

OFFERS SITE FOR MONUMENT. 


Owner of Farm Rejects Offers and 
Would Give Acre to Government. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CAMBRIDGE, Ohio, Sept. 7.—The spot 
where the Shenandoah crashed last 
Thursday with the loss of fourteen lives, 
will become the site of a monument or 
@ national park in commemoration of 
the dead, if the offer of the owner of 
the land is accepted by the Secretary 
of the Navy. 

T. F. Davis, aged 75 years, upon 
whose farm the control cabin of. the 
dirigible fell, today wrote a letter to 
Secretary Wilbur, offering to donate to 
the United States Government an acre 
of ground where the control cabin 
crashed. 

The spot is near the Cambridge-Ava 
highway, which is a part of the national 
highway, and if the. offer meets the 
approval of the Governfent, the me- 
morial, whether monument or national 
park, would be easily accessible from 
all sections. 

Mr. Davis is a farmer in moderate 
circumstances. Since the Shenandoah 
disaster his farm has been sought by 
speculators, who have offered him large 
sums for the property, apparently in 
the belief that they could profitably ex- 
ploit the scene of the disaster. Inter- 
ests in Pittsburgh and Wheeling have 
made large offers for the land. The 
aged farmer spurned all the offers and 
wrote a letter to Secretary Wilbur as 
follows: 

‘To the Honorable Secretary of the 
Navy, Curtis D. Wilbur: 

“Dear Sir: Honoring the memory of 
the fourteen heroes who lost their lives 
while in the service of their country 
whén the giant dirigible Shenandoah 
crashed to the ground on Sept. 3, per-. 
mit me ta offer to the United States 
Government one acre of ground on 
which the control cabin fell, killing four- 
teen men, as.a.national. park or site for

From a device used for the pro- 
tection of human life it has been 
changed to a device for saving the 
valuable helium contained in the gas 
bags. 

The referred to change in the plan 
and construction of the safety valve 
system is the primary and only cause 
of the terrible disaster. As a result 
we have been deprived of many splen- 
did friends and promising airmen. 
Then, too, we have lost the wonder 
ship Shenandoah, that has found a 
glorious but unnecessary place in the 
disaster List of airship history. 

In spite of what has happened, the 
airship, when properly constructed, 
handled and cared for, is the safest 
‘way of human transportation. Years 
that are to come will prove this to be 
so. And in the passing of years, with © 
the greater and more pgonounced suc- 
cess of airship transportation, will 
come the realization that the apparent 
greater regard for the safety of the 
helium than for the lives of those now 
our heroes has brought about this 
ghastly situation.

Ten sections of the conference: will be- 
gin simultaneous round-table discussions 
of various aspects of the subject in Phi- 
losophy Hall at Columbia at 9:30 o'clock 
this morning and will continue with 
\morning and afternoon sessions for four 
days. 

The members represent colleges and 
universities and State and Federal ser- 
vices. Their object, it was stated, is to 
tnify American political research and 
study into a common attack on the 
problems, and to work out definite pro- 
grams of method. The subjects for the 
ten sections are: Politics and Psychol- 
ogy, The Personnel Problem, Public 
Finance, Legislation, Political Parties, 
Constitutional Law, Nominating Meth- 
‘ods, International Organization, Munici- 
pal Administration and Regional Plan- 
ning. 

Pointed Out Fallures. 


Raising the question of the efficiency 
of democratic government, Dr. Beard 
paid: - 

“It can, of course, build . handsome 
school buildings; there are always con- 
tractors ready to supply the impulse 
and technique if other. forces are lack- 
ing. It can arrange for the constryc- 
tlon of water works, parks and streets; 
there are always enough real estate 
interests to \provide the requisite en- 

_ ergies and pressures. It can build and 
operate a merchant marine; there are 
efficient causes at work in that sphere 
also. But can a democratic govern- 
ment plan a nation, plan a State, or 
plan a city in the large with reference 
to economy, convenience and esthetics? 
It can tax the rich to pension the poor 
and tax the poor to fatten the rich, but 
can it project and execute anything 
truly magnificent? 

‘The impotency and ineptitude of the 
State and City of New York in dealing 
with the ancient and rnefficient freight 
terminal system on the west side, tne 
record of the traction quarrel in Chi- 
cago, the breakdown of Burnham's plan 
in San Francisco, and a thousand other 
illustrations seem to point to a negative 
answer. Yet the Japanese were not al- 
‘together baffled. A shred of imperial 
power still remained in the .sphere of 
ordinance-making and a decree was Is-. 
sued postponing the erection of perma- 
nent structures in the burnt area for 
five years—in the hope that comprehen- 
sive plans could be ultimately carried 
into execution. In the United States } 
such a violent interference with proo- 
erty rights would have been stopped 
within ten hours by a profound jurist 
engaged in consulting the entrails of the 
Fourteenth Amendment. 

“So I offer no answer to my question: 
‘Can a democratic government conceive 
and carry out any large collective pro- 
gram other than war?’ But I venture 
to suggest that the theme deserves ‘he 
attention of specialists engaged in re- 
search. 


Would Have Bread Inquiry. 


**In approaching the question of social 
control under democratic government, 
two subsidiary questions must be at- 
tacked. The first is: what is the nature 
of the forces that operate in a demo- 
¢ratic system bringing about~ decisions? 
This presents thorny problems; The 
data are difficult to unearth in many 
cases. Inquiries into the nature of eny- 
body’s economic enterprise are more 
resented than inquiries into sex history 
—if the records of divorce courts offer 
any evidence. To the guardians of the 
sacred cow, it is profaning the holy of 
holies to suggest, for example, that the 
people who want the taxes on income 
reduced are the people who pay the 
income taxes. Nevertheless, we are 
never going to get very far into the 
forces until we make all the quantita- 
tive economic analyses which our avail- 
able. data will permit. Moreover, the 
search must be carried into the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial branches 
without fear or favor, as well as with- 
out malice. Notable beginnings have 
been made, but all of them are scratches 
on the surface. When the economists 
are through, then the psychologists and 
sociologists may be called in to dispose 
of the remains.” -

“Foo much of the writing in the field 
of social science is slovenly, tasteless 
and -ungrammatical. Again, researchers 
must be on their guard against that old 
enemy of the scholar, verbalism. We

ON RIFPS AT ADJIR 


Some Explode on Group of 
Horsemen, Revealing Abd-el- 
Krim Now Has Cavalry. 


TRAPS SET FOR SPANIARDS 


Rifle Pits and Hidden Guns Prepared 
to Prevent Landing at Threat- 
ened Coast Points.

FEZ, French Morocco, Sept. 7.~—In the 
most audacious air raid of the war, six- 
teen French aviators under a lieutenant 
colonel, flying from Guercif across the 
Riff, where any, motor trouble is likely 
to be fatal, dropped two tons of bombs 
on Adjir. Following, as it does, closely 
on the heels of the attack at Sheshuan, 
ft shows that the war has definitely en- 
tered a new stage with the free use, 
effectively, of planes in the Spanish 
Zone. 

The air offensive against the Riff it- 


self, thus begun, undoubtedly will con- 
tinue even more strongly, especially 
since a number of huge Gollath bomb- 
ing planes have now arrived. 

The operation reveals a new develop- 
mént on the Riffian side. From details 
of the results obtained so far it appears 
that the falling bombs struck an im- 
portant group of enemy cavalry. As the 
Riffians hitherto were reported to be 
lacking in cavalry, it is evident that 
thye have been recently adding this arm 
to their forces. 


Village Hard to Destroy. 

The military activities will find Adjir 
@ difficult objective. It is not easy to 
destroy the village with twenty-five 
pound bombs such as the French have 
Been using. Even the village itself is 
not a dense group of buildings, but con- 
sists of widely scattered houses, each a 


small’ fort. The aviators observed that 
they were well built and connected by 
a network of good roads. 

The houses are made of thick adobe 
walls, which resist explosives excep- 
tionally well, making it necessary that 
the aviators hit each one individually 
to damage it effectively. They have 


' geen these houses still standing with 


only a few breaches, though a dozen 
shells were dropped on them. More- 
over the Adjir houses are known to be 
supplied with dugout shelters whére the 
Riffians retire as soon as they see or 
hear a plane approaching. The telephone 
centrals and munition depots are also 
installed underground. 

Abd-el-Krim before leaving Ajdir 
last week undoubtedly took many sup- 
plies as well as his big war chest with 
him, but to protect the coast he has had 
to leave enough troops and munitions to 
make Ajdir still an important objective. 
Its chief importance, however, is not 
military, but psychological. The Span- 
fards especially think the rebels are con- 
fident Ajdir is impregnable and conse- 
quently believe if they occupy it Abd-el- 
Krim’s prestige will quickly disappear 
and the backbone of his resistance be 
broken. ‘ 


Abd-el-Krim Ready to Lose Ajdir. 


This may happen, though from Abd- 
el-Krim’s departure before the naval 
bombardment began it seems more prob- 
able that he has been preparing against 
the loss of Ajdir by spreading propa- 
ganda that its capture would be unim- 


portant as he has already changed his 
capital. 

Unless the Spaniards have radically 
changed their mind the bombing and 
landing at Ajdir will not be the prelude 
to a big advance in this direction into 
the interior of the Riff but the estab- 
lishment of perhaps a couple of out- 
posts along the coast and withdrawal 
from the town—essentially in the nature 
of a diversion. 

What the real offensive will be is 
known here only to the War Council, 
which Marshal Pétain assembled today. 
The oombined France-Spanish action is, 
as far as the French are concemed, 
under the direct command of Marshal 
Pétain, General Naulin’s rdle: being 
limited to the land operations on this 
front. 

Both French and Riffian isolated at- 
tacks are reported today. The Nine- 
teenth Army Corps on the eastern sec- 
tor is busy cleaning out rebels from 


* Sof-el-Kashba and the rocky Hill 855, 


southeast of Bab Taza, where they were 
so long entrenched and are defending 
themselves desperately. A heavy bom- 
bardment allowed the French to occupy 
4 south and east slopes of the latter 
In the west the Riffians, who are now 
leaving, attacked the post of Bou 
Ganous near Ouezzan, but were re- 
pulsed by artillery and machine guns. 


Winds Hamper Troops’ Landing. 


_TANGIER, Sept. 7.—A strong east 
wind blowing today must impede the 
Spanish disembarkment plans at Wad 
Lau, nor would a landing at Alhucemas 
be possible in a heavy east wind. Forty 
Spanish warships, transports and other 
craft were off Wad Lau Saturday after- 
noon when the bombardment of the 
coast preliminary to landing troops was 
proceeding. . 

Meanwhile the Jabala tribesmen con- 
tinue to mass in the Tetuan district and 
e large contingent is reported te have 
passed through the Spanish lines into 
the Anjera country for the purpose of 
attacking Spanish posts and probably 
the Ceuta-Tetuan Railway. 


Riff Coast Strongly Fortified. 


GIBRALTAR, Sept. 7 (#).—Reports ar- 
riving today from Melilla, in Spanish 
Morocco, say that the Spanish troops 
intended for disembarkation in the vi- 
cinity of Alhucemas Bay, for operations 
against the Riffians, were gathered yes- 
terday and today from various points 
around Melilla. They were put through 


@ final: inspection-and thereafter went 
aboard ‘a fleet of transports and war- 
ships which are to transfer them along 
the northern Moroccan coast. 

During the week-end fifteen French 


warships of various classes arrived at} 


Melilla, and these, together with the 
fleet of transports waiting to take on 
men and war material, gave Melilla 
harbor a most animated appearance, 
especially when several squadrons Of 
“mao were added to the combina- 
on, :

to the west and landed at the mouth 
of the River Lau, twenty miles south- 
east of Tetuan, where a demonstration 
is expected to be made by a large force 
of Spaniards,

With this end in view; it is asserted 
that he is carefully feeling along the 
line to sée where the French are strong 
and where weak, so that he can make 
the best use of his troops. 

Th rebel chief’s propaganda depart- 
ment is declared to be redoubling its 
efforts; that it is busy circulating a 
statement that Abd-el-Krim desires to 
become ‘‘Commander of the Faithful”; 
that early in the F pag Al he made a tour 
incognito of Algeria and Egypt, where 
he was warmly greeted, and that he 
has‘received promises of support for his 
candidature from India. 

The object of these reports, it is as- 
serted in French circles here, is to give 
the character of a holy war to the 
conflict.

FIGHT ON MOUNTAIN PEAK. 


Spaniards Repel Riffian Attempts to 
Storm Cudia Tahar Post. —

TETUAN, Sept. 5 (By courier to Gib- 
raltar).—Spanish intelligence and air re- 
Ports from behind the enemy lines reveal 
strong. Berber concentrations in the 
mountainous regions south of Tetuan, 
and there is good ground for the belief 
that the -Riffians intend to launch a 
heavy attack as soon as the Spanish 
forces attack Adjir. General Primo de 
Rivera and his staff are aware of this 
mové and have made the necessary dis- 
positions to meet it. . 


, Guns were booming again this morn- 
ing within two miles of here, where 
Berber pressure has been developing 
during the last two days against the 
three-mile Spanish front between the 
mountain pests of Cudia Tahar and 
Ben ei gg = The latter place is the 
stronghold once uséd by Reaisuli, the 
famous bandit chief, as headquarters, 
and the former is on the southern slopes 
of Beni Hosman mountain within plain 
sight of* Tetuan. | 

Excitement was intense at Tetuan as 
Krim opened his attack on Cudia Tahar 
with three field pieces cleverly hidden in 
the side of a cliff. The Berber artil- 
lerists employ the recoil of the guns to 
make the cannon slide back from the 
cave openings and disappear from the 
view of bombing airplanes. . 

As the sun went down the. mountain 
mists descended on the peak and the 
fignting continued in the clouds which 
surrounded the. mountain top like a 
wreath of ay smoke, through which 
the large silver moon shone at times. 
Before the Berber riflemen. had de- 
stroyed the post’s heliograph the garri- 
son commander reported that the post 
defenses had suffered some damage 
from the Berber shells, but had been 
able to repel the repeated determined 
rushes of the enemy, who left their dead 
and arms in front of the Spanish barbed 
wire. The defenders employed .65-cal- 
ibre demountable mountain artillery 
with devastating effect at the dfrect 
targets. The Spaniards report few 
losses among the garrison of 1,000. 

Krim’s earlier attack on the motor 
road connecting Tetuan and Tangler 
waa not repeated, although he disturbed 
communications between the two cities. 

The appearance of French military 
uniforms here at General de Rivera’s 
headquarters for the first time has cre- 
ated a strong favorable sentiment and 
ig popularly accepted as evidence of the 
speedy developments of a complete 
liaison between the forces of General 
de Rivera and Marshal Petain,

The ten are reg- 
istered as scar Dishon and WBlvie 
Dishon of Shepherdsville, Herbert Hale 
of Stanford and Oley Kidd of Kings 
Mountain, all$young countrymen. 

John Dudderar, engineer, was killed 
when his train left the rails and twenty- 
nine passengers were injured. Two train 
employes also were hurt. All the 
wounded will recover. 

A railroad building was robbed of tools 
used in laying rails. With‘these spikes 
were removed, a lock was broken, and 
the switch to a. siding thrown open, 
through which the passenger train 
plunged. The engine dashed into the 
box cars throwing one into a ditch and 
telescoping the other. The engine was 
demolished. Three of the train's coaches 
were derailed near an embankment 100 
feet high. . 

Railroad officials said the ¢rain was 
mot carrying an unusual amount of mail 
or baggage, but there would have been 
@ considerable amount of loot had_ the 
passengers been robbed. No robbery 


Was committed, however, the _ train 
wreckers apparently being frightened

CONGRESSIONAL GENEROSITY. 

Sometimes a little incident will re- 
veal’ the popular conception of our 
Government better than a whole shelf- 
full of speeches or books. The Senate 
Public Lands Committee, now pursu- 
ing inquiries in Oregon, encountered 
an innocent gentleman “from that 
State, a banker, who told of an un- 
fortunate experience in connection 
with a million-dollar highway. It was 
financed by a bond issue, but the citi- 
zens were assured that they. would 
neyer have to pay increased taxes, 
since the project had been so “‘ fixed ’’ 
that the Southern Pacific Railroad 
would meet, the whole expense out of 
land grants. But. then note how un- 
luckily it turned out: 

You will see that we were in a 
rather embarrassing position. We had 
told the people the road would not add 
to their tax debt, and we had it all 
worked out to saddle it on the South- 
ern Pacific, when, without warning, 
the courts decided the land belonged to 
Uncle Sam. Now, it would seem to 
me, that the Government, having 
taken back the land: which we were 
going to make pay for the road, ought 
to step in and pay this bond issue, I 
feel that this would be a mighty nice 
thing for Congress to do. 

Such a simple-minded view of Con- 
gress as the.universal provider is not, 
it is to be feared,‘so exceptional as 
some might think. The idea is too, 
common that there is no end to the 
money in the United States Treasury, 
and that if Congress could only be in- 
duced to be ‘* nice ’’ about passing it 
around, there would be epough for all- 

Despite all the talk about the need of 
public economy, and all the explana- 
tions about the workings of the budget 
system, it is doubtful if any very large 
fraction of the people has got a clear 
notion of what it is all about. If Con- 
gress were only minded to be generous 
with the public funds, it could make 
sO many persons happy and relieve so 
many communities from tax burdens 
unpleasant to carry! Fortunately, we 
have a Federal budget, and a director 
of it, General Lorp, who will have 
something pretty decisive to say to 
people who ask for million-dollar 
gratuities. He will tell them that it is 
not the business of Congress to be 
- mighty nice,”” but to be prudent and 
saving, so as to be able to hand back 
money to taxpayers, instead of de- 
manding more from them for the pur-

‘‘here.’’ At the time of writing, it 
was his hope that Federal’ troops 
would be sent to his relief by Presi- 
Gent CaLLEs. 

The President, of Mexico is doubtless 
sincere in his purpose \to deal vigor- 
ously with -the agrarians who have 
brought disrepute upon his land policy 
by being a law unto themselves and 
committing many crimes of violence. 
The Labor Party, from which he 
draws his chief support, is pressing 
with some success a campaign to drive 
the Agrarians from office without 
yiuch regard to the good faith of the 
best am: them. Lately the Labor 
Party has elected several State Gov- 
ernors. It is so well disciplined and 
the Agrariahs are so badly organized, 


that President CaLLEs may soon be in 
a position to defy them. 

‘Its now an old story that bene- 
ficiarfes of the division of lands, igno- 
rant Indians and speculators in many 
cases, néglect to cultivate the home- 
steads, -whether allotted to them under 
proper legal forms or taken by force. 
The result is that Mexico has to im- 
port much of the corn it needs. It is 
to the political interest of President 
Cates > requiré that all lands divid- 
ed among the peons be worked for 
crops. A more intelligent land policy 
is indicated, but it will not: be put into 
operation without a struggle. 

It cannot be denied that President 
CALLES is embarrassed by interpreta- 
tions of his pledges. to carry-out the 
Government's .agrarian program, be- 
cause “it is sanctioned by law and 
satisfies’ the people’s aspiratioris.’’ 
Every time that he tells the United 
States it will not be modified and re- 
sents a request to protect Americans 
he makes it more difficult for his 
Administration to suppress the law- 
less. agraristas. Mexico is still on 
trial, as Secretary Kewtoce declared. 
Until President CALLES proves his abil- 
ity to extend Federal control to. all

A CIVIC CATHEDRAL. 

The use to which the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine was put last Sun- 
day -afternoon iilustrates the sort of 
service which Bishop MANNING has 
said the cathedral wished to give in 
meeting the higher needs of this com- 
munity, and would give to more peo- 
‘ple' when' the mighty structure. now 
planned is completed. To it a great 
host of ‘‘ Labor ’’ went to celebrate 
their part in ‘‘ maintaining the fabric 
of the world.’’ And well théy might 
celébrate it, for, es was said in an 
Ancient book of wisdom, ‘ without 
“these shall not a city be inhabited 
‘* and men shall not sojourn nor walk 
‘‘up and down therein.’”’ Their invi- 
tation to the cathedral was a recogni- 
tion of their making possible the very 
existence of this city, as well as the 
building of the cathedral itself. Very 
different now is the status of laborers 
from what it was when, even though 
they maintained the fabric of the 
world, they were not sought for in 
the council of the people, were not 
permitted to ‘‘ mount on high” in the 
assembly. But last Sunday, Labor, in 
the person of its highest official repre- 
sentative, was in the pulpit, ‘‘ declar- 
ing instruction and judgment.’’ 

It was said of such in that same 
ancient. book that all these ‘‘ put their 
trust in their hands,’’ and that “ in 
the handiwork of their craft" was 
their prayer. But the presence of the 
thousands who filled the cathedral to 
overflowing suggests that they too 
have been longing for something 
which even the skill of their hands 
cannot bring. And it must be remem- 
bered that there are millions who in 
the subdividing of the process of mak- 
ing cannot have even this satisfaction 
of recognizing the perfected thing as 
their own, and can neither utter their 
prayer through it nor from it have 
their satisfying answer. They want, as 





a few years ago in a. mind to make 
the best of things, could not avoid 
drawing a harrowing picture of the 
condition of the learned classes. ‘“ 
are educators first and foremost,’’ de- 
clared one of the Russian savants at 
Leningrad the other day. The task 
of reconstruction which awaits them 
is enormous. In the public schools 
today there are probably less than 
‘two-thirds as many children as in 
19137 and this leaves out of account 
the great amount of private education 
before the Bolshevist upheaval. The 
Soviet budget’s appropriation for pub- 
lic instruction up to last year was less 
than 4 per cent. of the tot1il Govern- 
ment expenditure, which is almost ex- 
actly the public outlay in 1918; but in 
that year local expenditure by the 
Zemstvos and other public bodies ex- 
ceeded the Go ent contribution. 
Aside from depleted school attendance, 





the efficiency of teaching has declined 
ominously because of lack of facilities. 
At one time textbooks, pencils and pa- 
per were on a famine level. A class 
of twenty children had to make shift 
with one or two books. But the main 
reason was, of course, the stigma of 
outlawry and suspicion that attached 
to the cultured classes, ‘They were 
‘‘ relics” of a past with which the 
Soviet system had broken. Today the 
Government is befriending a learned 
institution reaching two hundred years 
back into the past. 

A notable step toward the rehabil- 
itation of the Russian people willbe 
taken if peace between the Govern- 
ment and the educated classes really 
comes to pass. By no means all dif- 
ficulties will be removed. The teach- 
ers must still submit to a pedagogy 
and cutriculum imposed by the Gov- 
ernment. Last year’s report on Rus- 
sia by the British trade union delega- 
tion says: 

History in all cases is almost entirely 
confined to social and political aspects, ' 
the growth of civilization and its ef- 
fect on the workers of various coun- 
tries; social reformers, their lives and 
creeds, have entirely taken the place 
of Kings and dynasties. The wrongs 
and oppressions to which the peopie 
have been subjected by the ruling 
classes are strongly emphasized. 

It will be hard for educators to ad- 
minister canned public instruction ex- 
clusively out of Bolshevist containers. 
But the harmless, necessary professor 
has always been used to make the best 
of things. He will struggle on with 
any curriculum, with the poorest fa- 
cilities and on half rations for himself

THE LEAGUE AS A COMPLEX. 

Students of the new psychology will 

do well to consider the behavior at 
Geneva of, not America, but Ameri- 
cans. An entire people, it appears, 
may suffer from a suppressed desire. 
The movement. which resulted in the 
League of Nations -had its historic 
origin in our Articles of Confederation 
and its first climax in the success of 
Wooprow WILson’s insistence that 
the Covenant be written into the 
Treaty of Versailles. But, being 
thrown into American politics, it so 
happened that we remained outside. 
Yet while politicians reiterate their ob- 
jection our countrymen abroad flock 
to Geneva in increasing numbers. 
\ The story of their reception there is 
a tragi-comedy. In early years, when 
the people of Europe whom we had 
more or less dragooned into the 
League absented themselyes from the 
Assemblies, hundreds of -Americans 
were admitted to the gallery as theat- 
rical managers “ paper ’’ their house. 
We had over ten times our propor- 
tional representation. At recent As- 
semblies the figure has been reversed. 
This year over 350 Americans at 
Geneva are besieging the Secretariat; 
each insisting on his right to one of 
the thirty-five tickets available. The 
more than three hundred surplus ap- 
plicants will linger a few days as a 
street urchin snubs his nose against a 
shop window and depart with the 
sense of destiny unfulfilled. 

The onrush of European interest in 
the League was first signalized a year 
ago when the Prime Ministers of Eng- 
land and France attended in the in- 
terest of the protocol. 
business in hand is less sensational, 
but in the background are jssues ih- 
trinsically more important‘in that they 
lie within the bounds of political pos- 
sibility. In conferences behind closed 
doors or. in tHe vicinity of Geneva, 
plans will be matured for the entrance 
of Germany into the League and for 
the compact to insure’ the peace of 
Central Europe—the ‘‘ potential ene- 
mieg pact,’’ which is to apply the 
great principles of the protocol to a 
more limited and manageable area. 
Again two Premiers are present; those 
of Franee and Australia. England is 
represented by AusTEN CHAMBERLAIN, 
who has the security compact in 
charge. There are besides no less than 
seventeen foreign Ministers.

Today, the.men who preside over in- 
ternational relations in Europe come 
into close human contact, for one 
month in each year; and while they 
.cooperate in arranging the affairs of 
the moment, become intimate with one 
another and with. their divergent 
Npointts: of view as to possibly larger 
questions. ‘

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EDUCATION IN SOVIET RUSSIA. 
. Representatives of American educa- 
tional institutions are taking part in 
the festivities marking the second cen- 
tennial of the Russian Academy of 
Sciences at Leningrad. This is the 
first public function in Soviet Russia 
at which the Government has‘ not 
obtruded itself. Our Moscow corre- 
spondent suggests that this may be in 
part clever propaganda, but must be 
taken also as a sign. of changing 
times. The Soviet régime is apparent- 
ly trying to make peace with its tech- 
nicians and scholars. The learned 
world of Rusia is said to be meeting 
such overtures gladly. Whatever be 
the motive in ruling circles—propa- 
ganda or actual reconciliation—it is 
obviously to the benefit of the Russian 
people that its cultured classes shall 
cease to be regarded as pariahs and 
that their services. should be used in 
combating the vast mass of popular 
ignorance and illiteracy. The havoc 
wrought by the Bolshevist revolution 
in the economic field may be repaired} 
with comparative ease in agriculture 
and, possibly, in industry.. But the 
destruction of the cultural leadership 
of a people threatens generations with 
darkness. eae’

What she wanted 
to know was why a school teacher earn- 
ing $3,000 a year is exempt from income |’, 
tax, while a shop girl making $25 a 
week must pay one. 

One answer would be that it is the law, 
which was so made that it would ex- 
empt the salaries of its makers and in- 
terpreters, That is a cynical and there- 
fore probably unjust theory, and. instead 
of presenting it The World reveals that 
the basis of the discrimination is two 
decisions of the Federal Supreme Court: 
oné, Collector vs. Day, given sixty years 
ago, and the other, McCulloch vs. 
Maryland, preceding that one by fifty 
years. : 

In the later case the learned Justices 
held that State or County Judges, as 
well as other servants of States or 
municipalities, are ‘‘instrumentalities of 
local Governments,”’ and that they can- 
not be taxed by the Federal Government 
for the reason that the power to tax is 
the power to destroy, and the Federal 
Government must not. have a chance to 
destroy local Governments. 

The previous decision did not go so far 
or rest on the same ground—it merely 
said that a State could not tax Govern- 
ment instrumentalities discriminatingly 
and therefore could not ‘tax a branch of 
the United States Bank without taxing 
its own chartered banks to a like extent, 
which Maryland, as a matter of fact, 
was doing. 

Had not the second decision amended 


and extended the first, the Federal Gov- 
ernment could not now tax the shop 
girl and exempt the teacher, but as 
things are it can—and does. It also ex- 
empts a vast army of officeholders on 
the ground that, they too, are all “‘in- 
strumentalities of Government,”

Fundamental. there never has 
been ahy question. He is recognized, too, 
as an able expositor of ‘such difficult 
scientific subjects as thi® modern theo- 
ries of atomic structure-and of rela- 
tivity, and probably he-has made them 
as nearly comprehensible to common 
people as anybody could. 

But Mr. RUSSELL also claims to be a 
Socialist, and it is disquieting to see, 
from an article of his in the September 
Harper’s, that from the standpoint of 
most other Socialists he is a very dan- 
gerous heretic. 

It is education as it will or ought to 
be in the socialist State that Mr. 
RvuSSsELL discusses, and he does ‘it with 
his characteristic lucidity, but he ad- 
mits that a socialistic régime and the 
millennium are not necessarily “inter- 
changeable terms, and he even goes the 
dreadful length of giving expression to 
fears that if the Socialists came into 
power, they would be as ruthless as 
ever the other dogmatists have been in 
suppressing the teachers of any doc- 
trines except their own. In short, he 
confesses that human nature is much 
the same in Socialists as in other peo- 
ple, and that they would make the 
same mistakes about as often. 

In the course of his article Mr. Rus- 
SELL makes another curious admission— 
that most educated men are disbe- 
lievers in socialism and opponents of It. 
However, he insists that they take this 
position, not because they are educated, 
which would be a simple and obvious 
explanation, but because education, now 
being rather narrowly restricted, gives 
its possessors certain privileges which 
they would lose if the Socfalists had 
their way and educated everybody to 
about the same extent. 

That is not very complimentary to Mr.

Secretary. Denies Long Period Fore- 
casts and Explains Work Being Done.

The story we told In the three articles 
referred to was mainly twice told, once 
by their texts and again by their iillus- 
trations, but yet Dr. McAdie does not 
appear to have grasped it. Certainly he 
has not clarified it for hfs readers; 
and therefore I venture to do so. Per- 
haps Dr. McAdie, as they say, failed 
to see the forest because it was ob- 
scured by the trees, 

What we told is essentially this: 

Measurements by the Smithsonian In- 
stitution of the sun’s rays available to 
warm the earth have been going on for 
twenty years. Since 1918 they have been 
made on every possible day at our Chile 
observatory, and since 1920 have also 
been made at our Arizona observatory. 
Prior to that, and from their inaugura- 
tion in 1905, they were made, during 
part of the year only, at Mount Wilson, 
Cal. The duplicate daily results sinte 
1920, agree within one-half per cent. 
and combine to indicate decided varia- 
bility of the sun. 

Some authorities still doubt the ade- 
quacy of our proof of the sun’s varia- 
bility. .In the paper by Abbot their ob- 
jections are discussed and many con- 
firmatory evidences tending to support 
‘the view of the variability of the sun 
are given. 

If the sun varies, the earth's weather 
ought to vary too. Mr, Clayton has ex- 
amined this question for more than ten 
years, first While official forecaster of 
Argentina and since 1923 privately, with 
financial support of John A: Roebling 
and working in cooperation with the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

As early as 1917 Clayton anenavell to 
find definite relations between the solar 
changes reported by the Smithsonian In- 
stitution and weather changes in all 
parts of the world. He reduced these 
relations to a system of weekly fore- 
casting which was adopted officially in 
Argentina in December, 1918, and is still 
used there. 

Hoxmark, who succeeded Clayton as 
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Argentine official forecaster, gives in his 
paper the degree of success in making 
definite forecasts of temperature and 
rainfall for Buenos Aires each week 
since he assumed charge in 1922. He 
employs the much-used. mathematical 
method of correlations in comparing the 
predictions with the events, because it 
is independent of personal bias. One 
does. not see why Dr. McAdie should 
make fun of so sensible a procedure. 
The Argentine official weekly forecasts, 
while by no means perfect, are in the 
right direction by far the most of the 
time, and are sold, not given away, to 
satisfied customers. 

Clayton’s paper reports hig recent 
studies of the weather of the United 
States in its relations to the apparent 
solar changes. Having found clear evi- 
dences of many such relations, he has 
reduced his results to a system of fore- 
casting of temperatures for the City 
of New York. To make a rigid test, 
he had, for over a year, forwarded daily 
to the Smithsonian Institution definite 
forecasts of daily New York tempera- 
tures three, four and five days in ad- 
vance, average weekly temperature de- 
partures forecast two days before the 
beginning of each ‘week, and average 
monthly temperature departures fore- 
cast two days before the beginning of 
each month. 

. The Smithsonian Institution has) com- 
pared these forecasts with the events 
for ‘a period exceeding one year, and 
finds by mathematical methods, alto- 
gether without opportunity for personal 
bias, that a real foreknowledge by Mr. 
Clayton igs exhibited. 

It is true that the correlations are not 
high. The relations between solar varia- 
tion’ and the weather are highly com- 
plicated. Much more work and study 
are (required. to make’ them clearer. 
Moreover, the accuracy and fullness of 
the solar data are. still not adequate 
to the purpose, Fortunately, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society has recently 
financed the installation of a third solar 
observatory, to be located in the East- 
ern Hemisphere and to cooperate with 
the two Se Chile and Arizona. If further 
studies of Clayton and others seem to 
warrant going on with this new de- 
teh an in weather forecasting, it is to 

hoped that funds may come from 
some source to set up still a fourth solar 
station, 

The Smithsonian Institution has no 
intention of making public forecasts. 
That is the province of the Weather 
Bureau. But it is hard to’ see why an 
honest effort to test the value of 
hitherto umused data for forecasting 
purposes should receive anything but

BRITISH AIRSHIP HAS 
NEW SAFETY DEVICES 


Tests Will Be Made in Hope of 
Averting Further Air 
Disasters.

LONDON, Sept. 7.—When the giant 
British airship R-33 again takes the air 
at the end of thig month, the flight's 
one purpose will be to find a means of 
preventing a disaster, such as happened 
to the Shenandoah, if possible. In- 
genious devices, which have been in- 
corporated in the R-33, will enable her 
officers to register scientific observa- 
tions of the highest importance, special 
reference being made to the stress and 
strain to which the Shenandoah was 
subjected in the Ohio storm. 

For many years the nécessity for these 
observations have been seen. Experts 
will study the aerodynamic forces im- 
Posed upon 'an airship, under all con- 
ditions, and also the huge displacement 
of air which accompanies the flight of 
an airship. ‘With this object about 200 
tubes or orifices have been fitted to the 
R-33, which will permit conjunction 
with a motion picture camera and elec- 
trical apparatus, automatic registration 
of pressure experienced during flying in 
stormy weather and calm weather and 
even while a vessel is at her mooring 
mast. 

The first trial flight of; the R-33 will 
take place at Cardington at the end of 
the month. Air officlals are eager to 
continue the experiments which wére in- 
terrupted when the (R-33 broke away 
from her moorings in April and -was 
partially wrecked. The airship has been 
practically rebuilt and a huge metal 
nose, sixty feet long, has been added to 


the structure, 

concer. with the work on the 
R-33, the British Government’s largest 
airship, the R-36 is being rushed to com- 
plétion for a trip to Egypt next Spring. 
This ship will be the largest in the 
world, with a capacity two and one- 
half times larger than any yet built.

DAWES ANSWERS CRITICS. 


Denies That More Bilis WIIl Be 
Passed Under Revised Senate Rules. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 7 (#).—Re- 
newing his attack on the rules of the 
United States’ Senate, Vice President 
Dawes, in an address here tonight quot- 
ed records to disprove an argument that 
more laws would be passed if the right 
of unlimited debate were takén from the 
Senate. 

“It stands to reason,"’ said Mr. Dawes, 
“that any body which for the privi- 


lege of acting as a unit must make 
concessions to its individual members 
will pass more legislation+other things 
being equal—than a body that-does not 
operate under that handicap. The facts 
are that in the last five sessions of 
Congress, the Senate, with ninety-six 
members, has passed 182 more bills and 
resolutions than the House of Represen- 
tatives, with 435. members. 

“The Senate passed its larger num- 
ber of 3,113 bills and resolutions in 
those ten years out of a total 
introduced, and the House, w, 
ity cloture, passed its less 
2,930 out of about 82, 
olutions introduced.” 


DOUBT RHEUMATISM ‘CURE.’ 


London Physicians: Are Skeptical 
Over Reports From Vienna.

LONDON, Sept. 7.—Su%ferers in Brit-- 
ain from rheumatism who, according to 
some medical experts, constitute one- 
third the total population, had their 
hopes dashed to earth today when Lon- 
don doctors refused to believe reports 
from Vienna to the effect that a ‘‘cure’’ 
for the painful ailment had been found. 

Doctor Pau], director of the Austrian 
Vaccination stitute, announced inocu- 
lation had proved successful in 600 cases, 
but London physicians expressed the 
greatest skepticism, pointing out that 
while many ‘‘cures’’ had been purported 
to have been found rheumatism would 
remain a mystery until its cause was 
known. 

So far science is not within sight of 
knowing the cause, they said, because 
the micro-organism has not yet been 
isolated. 

Just how much a rheumatism cure 
would mean to Britain was indicated to- 
day by official figures. Ten million dol- 
lars are paid out yearly in sick benefits 
for rheumatism, and 3,000,000 weeks of

BIRDS SWARM IN HUNDREDS

Eskimos, They Say, Thrive on 
Breasts of Auks, Which Travel In 
Great Colonies and Are Easy Prey.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.~Greenland is 
not solely a land of snow and ice, but'a 
region that abounds in flowers and bird 
life, according to a radio message re~ 
ceived by the National Geographic So- 
ciety today from Maynard Owen Wil- 
liams, an observer, and Jacob Gayer, 
color photographer, who accompanied 
the MacMillan Arctic expedition as the 
representatives of the society. 

Here are two word-snapshots from the 
men who are “‘bagging’’ game, bird, 


‘flower and landscape photographs, many 


of them in natural color: 

“North side of Foulke fiord—Red- 
brown hills brightened by orange colored 
lichens. 

“Around Etah—A succession of knolls 
covered with timothy grass.’’ 


“Etah’s distinctive bird is the little 
auk, or dovekie,’”’ the message continues. 
“In Etah the dovekie figures largely in 
the early Summer bill-of-fare of the Es- 
kimos, who eat it raw. Eskimos are all 
fond of little auks’ breasts. Although 
we have found four sufficient at a time. 
it takes a hundred for a hungry Bski- 
mo’s meal, and the breasts crowd four 
large frying pans. 

“Our trouble was not to secure the 
birds, but to skin them. We had 
Eskimo women come aboard to do it for 
us, They make one bite through the 
clean white feathers at the base of the 
neck which opens the skin so that the 
breast can be torn away from the rest 
of the carcass. 

“The meat is firm and tender, yet not 
so nice a flavor as one would expect 
from knowing that the main food of the 
birds is shrimp, 

‘‘All day long the birds fly out to sea 
and back, going on the north side of the 
fiord and returning on the south side 
with their claws so packed that they 
can hardly rise from the water. 

“They also float in large colonies of 
several hundred birds each, and when 
we first came a power boat could be 
driven up to the very edge of such a 
mass of black and white birds. 

“Each bird has its favorite rock near 
its nest where it suns itself, and the 
colony on each slope forms a group by 
itself. When a plaugh gull swoops 
down or a man or fox. passes, the group 
take wing out into a tipped ellipse with 
the lower rim slipping toward the rock 
slope and the upper rim projecting out 
over the water. 

“By placing himself (or more often 
herself) at the point where the ellipse 
sweeps the slope the Eskimo can net 
several hundred birds at a swoop of 


shis long-handled pole and can average 


a bird a minute. 

“The birds are not easily frightened 
and are very curious. So that when one 
frightens them, all he has to do is wait 
and they will return, within ten feet, 
and even closer, to him. 

“‘On the north side of Foulke fiord the 
red-brown hills, brightened by orange- 
colored lichens break away for 2,000 
feet from disintegrating precipices rent 
by frost and tumble to the water’s edge. 
Now there will be one outbroken rock 
slope, then a succession of knolls cov- 
ered with timothy and edged with rock. 

“The little auks have their nests in the 
talus (rock debris) deeply hidden from 
the eyes of foes. Each nest is mar- 
velously placed where there will be the 
least possible danger from the constant 
shifting of stones. Where the stones 
are small the birds cannot nest so that 
where one finds nests there are sure to 
be rocks from a foot to six feet, all 
piled helter skelter, and thus affording 
niches in which the birds lay their eggs 
and hatch their young.”’ 


CARGO OF ANIMALS HERE. 


Ship Brings 600 Specimens From 
Africa and India. 


The Atlantic Transport liner Minne- 
waska arrived yesterday from London 
and Cherbourg with 263 passengers, 
29 thoroughbred horses for’ stock 
purposes and 600 wild animals and 
birds from Africa and India. The 
menagerie fncluded leopards, panthers, 
antelopes, ant-eaters, black faced ba- 
boons, ring tailed monkeys from New 
Guinea, mondril lizards from Abyssinia 
which walk on their hind feet and 
bark like fox™ terriers and 25  tor- 
toises’ from Abyssinia said to be over 
200 years old, A leopard, a zebra and 
an ant-eater died on the voyage and 
were buried in their cages, Captain 
Frank H. Claret, master of the Minne- 
waska, said, to get rid of any infection 
in them. 

He added that the Nore Hghtship at 
the mouth of the River Thames, which 
had been moored in one place for 194 
years, had been shifted a mile seaward, 
at the apex of the Yantlet and Lee 
channels. The famous old _lightship, 
about which many ballads and sto 
have been written, figured in the famous 
mutiny in the British Navy more than 
a& century ago.

Employes’ President Charges 
Members of Classification Body 
Block Betterment Plans. 





BOSTON, Sapt: 7 (4).—Charges that) 


the betterment of conditions of Federal 
employes was being blocked by mem- 
bers of the Personnel Classification 
Board in- Washington were made at the 
eighth convention of the National Fed- 
eration of -Federal Employes, which 
opened here today, by Luther Cc. 
Stewart, General President of the Fed- 
eration. 

Mr. , Stewart criticized several adrhin- 
istrative boards pnd commissions which 
he said had opposed every proposed law 
for the betterment of the workers. The 
representatives of the Bureau of Ef- 
ficiency and the Bureau of the Budget 
on the personnel classification board, he 
said, were willing, even to set aside ex- 
isting law in order'to carry through such 
opposition. Mr. Stewart also asserted 
that a campaign of misrepresentation 
had been carried on by followers of Sen- 
ator Reed Smoot of Utah in the Bureau 
of Efficiency. 

It was said that at the business ses- 
sions, beginning tomorrow, a movement 
will be begun for placing the adminis- 
tration of classification under the Civil 
Service Commission; of increasing com- 
pensation of Federal employes in the 
District of Columbia and the Field 
Service, and of increasing the maximum 
payment under the retirement law from 
$720 to $1,200 a@ year, with the age of 
retirement lowered,

CITY HAS FEW FACTORIES 


Most Manufacturers Have Actual 
Fabrication. Done by Con- 
tractors. 


“The leadership of New York City both 
fh the manufacture and sale of men’s 
clothing is emphasized in the report of 
@ ‘survey of the clothing and textile in- 

’ @ustries in New York and vicinity made 
public yesterday by the Committee on 

Regional Plan of New York and its En- 
virons. This report, which was prepared 
by Ben M. Selekman of the Russell] Sage 
Foundation’s Department of Industrial 
Studies, finds: 

New York manufactures more than 
41 per cent. of all men’s clothing made 
in the United States, its nearest rival 
being Chicago with 16 per cent. 

The men's clothing industry is the 
‘second largest in New York, being ex- 
ceeded only by the women’s garment 
industry, in which New York also 
leads the world. 

The value of New York’s men’s wear 
products for one year is in the vicinity 
of half a billion dollars and has been 
increasing over a period of years. 

( The men’s clothing industry em- 
ploves more than 47,000 wage-earners. 

“New -York’’ still predominates in 
this industry despite the fact that a 
substantial number of manufacturers 
fn recent years have moved from Man- 
hattan to Brooklyn, New Jersey, up- 
per New York State and Pennsylvania. 
How, in spite of its magnitude, condi- 

tions verging on the chaotic prevail in 
this industry as it is carried on in New 
York is pointed out by the report, which 
says: 


Few Factories Here. 


“As an industry, the manufacture of 
men’s clothing in New York City is cu- 
riously complicated. It combines charac- 
teristics of home and factory systems. 
In Chicago clothing is made in factories. 
Thousands of workers are employed in 
one plan. The entire garment is cut. 
sewed, pressed and finished. on the 
premises. ‘Not so in New York. In 
reality there are few manufacturers 
here. The so-called manufacturers do 
not operate factories, or ‘inside shops,’ 
as they are termed. They are rather 
salesmen—merchants whose primary 


business is to sell clothing. But in ad- 
dition to selling, they maintain design- 
ing and cutting rooms. The actual 
~fabrication is farmed out to contractors. 
Some estimate that 95 per cent. of all 
men’s clothing manufactured in New 
York City is made in contract shops. 
This estimate is probably high, but most 
manufacturers agree,that at ieast two- 
thirds of all clothing is manufactured 
in this manner. Finally, a large amount 
of home work prevails in the industry— 
that is, women take garments ~both 
from contract shops and inside shops, 
perform certain finishing operations in 
their homes and then carry the work 
back to the-shop. 

“The industry in New York and its 
environs is largely taken care of by 
small plants. There is no plant here 
which compares in size with the Chicago 
plant of Hart, Schaffner & Marx Com- 
pany, with its 8,000 workers, or even 
‘with the Rochester plant'of the Hickey- 
Freeman Company, . which employes 
about 1,300 Workers. In 1922 almost 
half of the plants in New York City 
employed less than five workers each 
and only 200 out of the total of 4,077 
plants employed more than fifty work- 
ers each, the size ordinarily attained 
by a plant which attempts to manu- 
facture the entire garment.”’

Traffic Conditions Affected. 
Seventy-five per cent. of the so-called 


area of Manhattan south of Fourteenth 
Street and west of Lafayette Street, 
while 36.5 per cent. of the contractors 
are in Manhattan south of’ Fourteenth 
Street and east of Lafayette, and 40.4 
Per cent. are in Brooklyn. This means 
that the cloth, after being cut, must be 
trucked from ‘the manufacturers on the 
west side. of lower Manhattan to the 


lyn and that the finished clothing after 
being fabricated .must be trucked back 
to the manufacturing establishments. 
“A fleet of trucks and expressmen are 
kept* busy transporting cloth and gar- 
ments to and from manufacturers and 
contractors,” says the report. ‘‘Similar- 
ly home workers crowd ‘the streets while 
carrying bundles between their houses 
and the contractors and manufacturers.”’ 
Traffic conditions are further compli- 
cated by the men’s clothing industry, 
the report declarés, because the largest 


lyn, . with lower east side second and 
the Bronx third. 

The manufacture of men’s clothing, the 
report points out, is a highly seasonal 
industry; with long periods of unemploy- 
ment. The variation in the labor force 
is very great, it is stated, and from the 
point. of view of city planning this 
means that the community must provide 
housing, transporation and other facili- 
ties for a sufficiently large labor force 
to permit the industry to operate during 
its peak season. 

New York City is a “spot market’’ for 
men’s clothing, the report indicates. ‘““Re- 
tailers buy their last minute demands 
here and expect immediate delivery,’’ it 
says. ‘‘The manufacturer is in a posi- 
tion to guarantee immediate delivery be- 
cause the contract system and the pres- 
ence of a large reserve of skiNed labor 
render it ¢asy to manufacture on short 
notice. New York. City manufactures 
chiefly cheap and medium grades of 
clothing as contrasted with Rochester 
and Chicago, where quality clothing is 
made. It is easy to make this type of 
clothing on short notice. Cloth is usual- 
ly bought after the orders come in, and 
the product is shipped promptly to the 
retailer. Hence there is no important 
storage problem.”’ 

The industry shows a trend to expand 
outside of the crowded zone below 
Fourteenth Street, the report says, con- 
tinuing: 

“Zone I (Manhattan below Fifty-ninth 
Street) has decreased in importance as

a centre of manufacture for men’s wear, 
while Zone II (an area extending for a 
radius of about twenty miles into 
Brooklyn, New Jersey and other con- 
tiguous territory) has increased in im- 
portance. The industry has been leav- 
ing lower Manhattan and establishing 
itself in Brooklyn and other outlying 
sections. The selling offices, however, 
have remained in lower Manhattan.’’ 


Conditions of the Industry. 

The conditions of the industry and the 
reasons for them, in the opinion of the 
investigators, are summarized as fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘When one considers their immense 
growth in New York, the racial, social 
and economic factors to which that 
growth is attributable, and the chaotic 
conditions which have attended and 
promoted it, then it seems also that 
these industries are more than ordi- 
narily significant for students of New 
York’s growth and congestion. New 
York is an immigrant city; the clothing 
trades use almost no other labor. 
Italians number about 400,000 in New 
York and Jews have come to be over 
1,600,000. The idiosyncrasies of these 
newly arrived people aré expressed by 
the clothing trades at almost every 
point. Their untiring ambition, their 
intense individualism, their willingness 
to engage in cut-throat competition, 
their readiness to embark themselves 
among the risks of unstandardized and 
speculative enterprises have all been 
thoroughly exploited. - Slums and 
ghettos, obsolete and unsanitary work- 
ing places, congested selling districts, 
have been among the materials with 
which the immense local structures of 
the clothing trades have been reared. 

“The United States turns to its chief 

metropolis as the logical index market 
for styles and fashions. The country 
comes. here to inspect and choose, be- 
cause here it can profit by New York’s 
readiness to speculate on changes, com- 
bined with New York’s extraordinary 
labor supply, and can obtain here what 
ean be got nowhere else so cheaply, in 
such prompt abundance and in compar- 
able variety.’ 
The survey is one of a 
similar investigations into the conditions 
prevailing in the leading industries of 
New York and its environs, conducted } 
under the direction of Robert Murray 
Haig and Roswell C. McCrea, professors 
of business economics at Columbia Uni- 
versity. These investigations are a pre- 
liminary to the world’s largest city plan- 
ning project and cover not only the five 
boroughs of New York but a network of 
municipalities and suburban areas 
around it reaching into New York State, 
New Jersey, and Connecticut to a radius 
of 50 to 60 miles. 

The work is being carried on under a 
committee headed by Frederic A. Del- 
ano and including Robert W. de Forest, 
John H. Finley, John M. Glenn, Dwight 
W. Morrow, Frank L.” Polk, Frederic B. 
Pratt and Lawson Purdy. 


ATTACKS CHICAGO WATER. 


New Yorker Says Disinfection by 
Chlorine Produces Goiter. 
Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—The theory. that 
the use of chlorine as a disinfectant in 
drinking water is the cause of the in- 
crease in the prevalence of goitre, be- 
cause it drives out the natural iodine in 
the water, is proposed in a letter to The

chlorine seems more likely to be the 
cause of goitre than in Chicago,’’’ Mr. 
Turner’s letter says. ‘It is the gener- 
ally accepted belief that goitre is caused 
by a shortage of iodine. 

“Iodine compounds cannot exist in the 
presence of free chlorine, and it seems 
certain that part of the time free chlo- 
rine does reach the Chicago water con- 
sumer, as there are few cities where 
there is such a short period between 
chlorination and consumption of water. 

“Chlorine and iodine belong to the 
same. group of elements and resemble 
each other in many ways,"’ the letter 
contines. ‘“‘CMlorine has the power to 
destroy most of the compounds of iodine, 
driving -out the iodine and taking its 
place, The salts of iodine and’ some 
other iodine compounds are in a form 
that can be utilized by the body, while 
iodine, which is set free by the chlorine, 
is nearly as poisonous as that element. 

“In many cities so much chlorine is 
used that a small quantity of free chlo- 
rine remains in the water when it 
reaches the consumer. This chlorine 
may destroy the small iodine salts in 
the food or it may even make a more 
direct attack on the thyroid gland, which 
contains nearly all the iodine in the 
body. Even a small amount of chlorine 
will destroy. the iodine compounds in 
the water and have a tendency to in- 
crease the prevalence of goitre.”’ 

Goitre has been proved to be due to 
the lack of iodine in food and drinking 
water, according to Dr. Bundesen, who 
emphasizes the need for some kind of 
disinfection of water. 

“Jt is true that free chlorine has the 
property of displacing iodine from salts 
of iodine,’’ says Dr. Bundesen, ‘This, 
however, does ‘not destroy. the iodine, 
which still remains free in solution: or

LOSS IN UNSKILLED LABOR 
Excess of Emigration In Several 
Instances Cuts Avaliable 
Supply of Workers. 


Immigration statistics issued yester- 
day by the National Inéustrial Confer- 
ence Board, showed a net reduction of 
68 per cent. in the number bf immigrants 
admitted under the ,two per cent. quota 
law during the fiscal year ended June 
30, as compared with the admissions 
during the previous fiscal year. ,The 
net number of newcomers to the coun- 
try during the past year, that is, the 
number by which the total of incoming 
aliens exceeded the aliens who departed, 
was 201,586 against 630,107 in 1923-1924. 
The figures, according to the National 
Industrial Conference Board’s conclu- 
sions, show that the immigration quota 
law has not only effectively stemmed 
the influx of aliens, but that it has done 
so to.a greater degree than was expected 
during the first year of its operation. 

The total number of aliens who ar- 
rived during 1924-1925, accor@ing to the 
statistics, was 294,314, which was re- 
duced by 92,728 nationals returning to 
their own countries... During the pre- 
ceding year 706,896 aliens arrived and 
only 76;789 left. 

The quotas of several countries, the 
report said, were unfilled, among them 
heing Czechoslovakia, by 17 per cent.; 
Germany, by 11 per cent.; Great Britain, 
by 12% per cent.; Irish Free State, by 
5 per cent.; Italy, by 10 per cent., and 
Sweden, by 6 per cent. 

Further, the report stated, the number 
of nationals who departed for their na- 
tive lands offset in several instances the 
number of immigrants, notably in the 
case of Italy. Only 6,203 Italians ar- 
rived here during the year; during the 
same period 27,151 Italians returned to 
Italy. Other countries to which emigra- 
tion from the States exceeded immigra- 
tion were Greece, Hungary, Bulgaria, 
Lithuania, Yugoslavia, China, Japan, 
Portugal and Rumafila. This movement, 
it wad said, caused a loss of 15,106 un- 
skilled laborers against a gain of 70,- 

742 during the preceding year. 

The chief source of immigrant labor, 

. according to the Conference Board’s re- 
port, are Canada and Mexico, from 
which came 130,193 persons, or nearly 
two-thirds of the total net immigration 
for the year. 

The net gain in skilled labor, the re- 
port continued, was 422, compared 
with 143,616 in 1923-1924. Farm labor 
immigration exceeded departures by 14,- 
764, compared with 27,233 during the 
previous year. 

The proportion of foreign-born white 
aliens to the total. population was said 
to be less than 14 per cent. In 1860 it 
was 12.9 per cent.; in 1880, 13.1 per 
cent.; in 1900, 18.4 per cent., and in 
1920,.13 per cent.

URGES .A TEXTILE PARLEY. 


* Senator Metcalf Wants English and 
‘Americans to Discuss Problems. 


PAWTUCKET, R. I., Sept. 7 (%).— 
Senator Jesse H. Metcalf, in his speech 
tonight at the opening of the Textile 
Exhibit in the Old Slater Mill, under 
‘the auspices of the Rhode Island Loy- 
alty League, declared that thé chief 
problem confronting the textile industry 
of New England was the loss of foreign 
markets and changed conditions in the 
home field of consumption. The same 
difficulty, he said, existed in the Eng- 
lish mills, and_he advocated sending a 
delegation of bankers and merchants to 
England for discussion of the common 
problems confronting them. 

“The main difficulty at present,’’ Sen- 
ator Metcalf said, ‘‘is the restricted 
market for textile goods, and our first 
duty should be the stimulation and ex- 
tension of our markets. This problem 
is rendered more sé@rious by the new 
economic factors of the day. 

“Far afield we find our former for- 
eign customers greatly depleted in num- 
bers. China, with its millions of people 
and its unstable central Government, 
presents one of the greatest problems. 
At the moment it seems almost impos- 
sible for our merchants to continue busi- 
ness relations, so great is the difficulty 
of receiving and delivering goods, 

“Our English cousins are awake to 
the situation and are desperately at- 
tempting to effect an improvement. 
The English-speaking nations must work 
together. If a great financial disloca- 
tion. occurs either in London or New 
York, the disturbance will extend around 
the world. 
to send a @elegation of our big business 
men to England or perhaps have such 
a delegation visit this country, that a 
friendly discussion of conditions might 
enable us to perfect. some plan toward 
restoring trade between nations.”’

Captain Moses expressed the opinion 
that Commander John Rodgers, who 
piloted the ill-fated seaplane, traveled 
too fast and consumed his gasoline re- 
serve supplies. 

If the seaplane hit. the ocean in its 
forced descent without the motors run- 
ning, Captain Moses said that the shock 
of landing undoubtedly carried the craft 
under the surface in which event the 
crew probably met death within a few

GANGSTER IS SLAIN: 
SHOT FROM AMBUSH 


“Eleven Fingers’ Guiffreda, 
Long Notorious, Meets Sudden 
Death on Upper East Side. 


FIVE BULLETS IN HIS BODY 


Police Belleve He Was Victim of Re- 
venge—Assallant Escapes Leav- 
Ing Only Vague Clues. 


¥ 

Six shots were fired from the doorway 
of 216 East 108th Street at noon yester- 
day-.and “Eleven Fingers” Guiffreda, 
alleged opium peddler, thief, burglar, 
bootlegger and .bookmaker, fell dead. 
His assailant escaped, leaving only the 
vaguest clues. ' 

According to Detective Thomas E. En- 
right, cousin of the Police Commis- 
sioner, ‘‘Eleven Fingers,’’ whose real 
name was Frank, allas Frankie Wil- 
liams, had been known to the police as 
a dangerous character for several years, 
engaging in almost every form of crime, 
and had served two terms in the :peni- 
tentiary. The killing, he said, probably 
was in revenge for some crooked deal. 

The shooting attracted a large crowd. 
When Detectives Enright; Lane and 
Somers; all.of the East 104th Street Sta- 
tion, arrived not one person could be 
found who would admit having been a 
witness. About a hundred persons were 
questioned. 

Assistant District Attorney McLaugh- 
lin, when notified of the murder, got in 
touch with .Guiffreda’s home, at 105 
East “119th Street, by telephone. He 
talked to Guiffreda’s wife, Carmella, 25 
years old, requesting her to come to his 
office and lend what assistance she 
could in tracing the murderer. She re- 
plied, according to Detective Enright: 

“I don’t .want the police. What good 
is it now he’s dead?” When urged fur- 
ther she said, ‘It’s no business of the 
police. No, I won’t come.’’ 

The body was taken to the East 104th 
Street Station, where Joseph Guiffreda, 
a brother, living at 685 Palisade Ave- 
nue, West New York, N. J., identified 
it. It was clainfed by Mrs, Guiffreda. 

Medical -examination showed that 
death had been instantaneous, a bullet 











having penetrated the heart. Five other 
wounds described a crescent on the left 
shoulder. From the angle at which the 
shots entered-the body detectives de- 
duced that Guiffreda had been walking 
east, and that some one on the steps at 
216 had shouted to him, causing him to 
turn around;'had fired five shots from 
the stoop, and had then stepped down 
and fired one into the heart. Five dol- 
lars was found on his person. He was 
flashily dressed and wore diamond cuff 
links, 

A scar on the left hand indicated where 
Guiffreda’s eleventh finger at one time 
grew. Detective Enright told how the 
man had come.to lose it. 

“Some _ detective tacked the name 
‘Eleven Fingers’ on him seven or eight 
years ago,’’ the detective said, ‘‘at the 
time of an arrest fer burglary. From 
then on he was commonly known to the 
police.and to others by that name. About 
five years ago I was standing on a cor- 
ner with some policemen who had just 
been assigned to this precinct. It was 
some sort of Italian festival, and I 
happened to spot ‘Eleven Fingers’ in the 
crowd.

GREEN SAYS LABOR 
WILL OUST REDS 


He Links Them With ‘Autocra- 
tic’ Employers, Charging Both 
Seek Unions’ Ruin. 


DENOUNCES CHILD LABOR 


Federation Head Tells Detrolt Au- 
dience Constitutional Amendment 
Fight WIil Go On. 


Special’to The New York Times. 

DETROIT, Sept. 7.—‘‘We will neither 
rest nor cease our efforts until commun- 
ism and the communistic philosophy and 
those who represent it are driven from 
the ranks of organized labor,”’ said Wil- 
liam Green, President of the American 
Federation of Labor in a Labor Day 
address at Belle Isle today. Another 
subject on which Mr. Green dealt was 
child labor. ‘‘The forces of organized 
labor,”” he declared, “will carry on the 
fight in behalf of the children of our 
natiom and will never relax or stop until 
they have secured the acceptance and 
adoption of the Child Labor Amend- 
ment.” 

Mr. Green declared that Detroit em- 
ployers had assumed a position of dic- 
tatorship which will only intensify the 
efforts of the federation to spread its 
organization work here. ‘‘Autocracy in 
industry and communism, as _ repre- 
sented by the efforts of the Communist 
Party to undermine the American Fed- 
eration of Labor,’’ were bracketed as 
twin evils by President Green. He de- 
clared that both auytocracy and com- 
munism aimed at dictatorship, which he 
said was the joint cause of the present 
unrest and discontent all over the coun- 
try. He added: ; 

“Detroit employers dictate the terms 
of employment, absolutely and in. full. 
The actual wages paid, the number: of 
hours put in and the working. conditions 
are all settied entirely by the employers. 
The rights of the workers should be 
recognized. They should have something 
to say about the conditions under which 
they . work through representation 
through their own choosing. 

“In ‘spite of all opposition, men and 
women will organize. .Especially must 
they do so here in Detroit, where it is 
so much needed. Opposition of every 
kind and character will be overcome. 
The hearts and minds of men are being 
aroused. 

“The advocates of communism preach 
a doctrine that is the very antithesis of 
that advocated by labor. Communism 
stands for autocracy. We stand for 
democracy. Their whole philosophy is 
destruction and their ideals. can never 
be harmonized with ours. We are going 
to meet the challenge of the Communists 
and expel from our ranks every one 
who is not fully loyal to us.’’ ‘ 

The federation President praised the 
trades unions of Detroit for the way 
in which they have supported the na- 
tional federation, saying: 

“Your central body here was never 
more influential than it is at present, 
despite the fact that it has been as- 
sailed from all sides, by the forces of 
greed, wealth and persecution and by 
the insidious ally of these three, the 
Communist Party.” 

Detroit's growth and the part the 
laboring people have had in that growth 
were mentioned by Mr. Green-at the 
opening of his speech. He next de- 
tailed the change from the direct rela- 
tions between employer and cmploye to 
“the interpolation of the element of 
management between these two.’’ 

‘“‘Now the personal contact is: between 
the employes and the management,’’ he 
said. ‘‘It is the human element in in- 
dust that claims and deserves first 
consideration. Organized labor has con- 
sistently demanded this recognition. It 
has become a great moral forcs. The 
realization of a higher standard of life 
and more enjoyment of living ia that 
much nearer as a result.’’

PITTSBURGH, Sept. . 7.—The Pitts- 
burgh Coal Company is interested pri- 
marily in the destruction of the United 
Mine Workers of America and not in 
more economical production, Philip Mur- 
ray, International Vice President of the 
Mine Workers, declared today before 
2,000 miners who had assembled at 
Bridgeville. 

The Bethlehem Mines Company, the 
Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburgh Coal 


Combany and the Consolidation Coal 


Company, with the Pittsburgh Corhpany, 
were the prime movers in a combina- 
tion whose purpose, Murray stated, was 
“to crucify upon the altar of Mammon 
the United Mine Workers of America.” 

Murray stated that in February, 1924, 
an agreement to, expire in 1927 was 
reached with the operators who consult- 
ed Secretary of Commerce Hoover and 
Secretary of Labor Davis as to its de- 
sirability. : 

The Pittsburgh Coal Company, he 
maintained, was producing coal at a 
cost of $22.50 a ton and was employing 
men picked up in a drunken condition in 
Pittsburgh streets. Mr. Murray said 
in part: 

“If the Pittsburgh Coal Company 
succeeds in its pelicy of wage depre- 
ciation, its effect will be felt most 
keenly in the business centres of mining 
communities. Go down to Banning 
and you will find 25 deputies, each 
armed with a gun,’ driving union men 
away. Gunmen are directing drunken 
men to go ,to work. It is in such a 


mine that coal is being produced at a 
cost of $22.50 a ton.’’

LONDON, Sept. 7—The Trade Union 
Congress at Scarborough, which may 
prove a crucial landmark in the history 
of communism’s despédrate efforts to 
control British organized labor, opéned 
today. Seven hundred delegates were 
in attendanee. They included Conserva- 
tive Labor leaders and Moderates and 
Semi-Moderates, and then ranged 
through all gradations of extremism to 
the reddest of the Red. . 

“Emperor Cook was there, he who 
headed the miners in the recent coal 
dispute and seeks to out-Bolshevik «ine 
Bolsheviks of Moscow. He rubbed el- 
bows\ with England’s quieter Labor 
leaders who pooh-pooh Cook’s violence 
and clamors for revolution — J. H. 
Thomas and Clynes and the rest of 
them. Delegates were present from 
the United States and several’ other 
foreign lands. And conspicuously in the 
forefront were two delegates.from Soviet 
Russia; one of whom is Tomsky, who 
stands high among the younger Bolshe- 
viks who have forged to the front since 
the early days of’ Leninism. 

The \Scarborough meeting certainly 
would seem to have the ‘“makings’’ of 
serious trouble. However, voices of those 
declaring the bulk.of British laborers 
still firm against Bolshevism and rev- 
olution still ring out loudly and con- 
fidently. ‘

He urged 
the creation of one union machinery 
whereby the general council of trades 
unions can be in the future a central 
controlling and directing body of the 
British trade union movement. on all 
large issues. 

Another significant part of Swales’s 
speech which is highly ‘satisfying to the 
Communist wing was his accusation that 
the British Government had shown ‘‘real 
hatred’’ toward Soviet ssia. Swales 
urged that pressure be brought to bear 
on the Government for providing trade 
credits to Russia lest Great Britain be 
forced into the position of hindering the 
development of the Russian nation. He 
also lauded the action of union leaders 
in holding open the door for negotiations 
with Moscow. 

The Russian delegates to the confer- 
ence met a rebuff today at the hands 
of a patriotic British waiter.

They twined hands 
and smiled broadly. Then the penitent 
Babe went out for batting practice and 
drove several harsh blows into the dis- 
tant bleachers.

He was 
the first man in uniform this after-

LACOSTE DEFAULTS MATCH 


As France Had Clinched Series, 3 
to 1, Thus Gaining.Challenge Round 
First Time In 12 Years.

The last Australian stronghold crum- 
bled“ before the destructive attack of 
Jean Borotra yesterday at the West 
Side Tennis Club, Forest Hills, and for 
the first time in the twelve years that 
France has competed for the Davis Cup 
it reached the challenge round in which 
‘on Thursday, Friday and Saturday it 
will face the United States at Philadel- 
phia. Playing an astonishingly bril- 
Mant game, Borotra clinched the victory 
for the Tricolor in the interzone final 
by .defeating Gerald L. Patterson at 
—6 6—i, 6—1, 6—3. 

This triumph, together with that of 
Borotra over James Anderson on Friday 
anda the victory of the French in the 
doubles on Saturday, gave France the 
required three matches, to one for 
Australia, and made it unnecessary to 
play the fifth contest, in which Anderson 
was to have met Rene Lacoste. Because 


of the soaked condition of the West} 


Side turf it was decided by mutual 
agreement between Captain Anderson 
and Captain Max Decugis to call the 
final match off and.put on a doubles 
exhibition instead, in which Anderson 
and John B. Hawkes defeated Decugis 
and Jacques Brugnon, 7—5, 6—2. 

The defeat of the Australians marks 
the first time that they have failed to 
reach the challenge round since they 
lost to Japan in 1921. Each year since 
they have played the United States for 
the cup, and in 1923 and 1924 it was 
France which stood in their path in the 
interzone match, while in 1922, before 
the zone system was adopted, the Anzacs 
earned the right to meet Spain in the 
fina: by defeating the French. 


Berotra Defeated Rival Team. 


Looked upon as the favorites this year, 
with both Anderson and Patterson on 
the team, the Australians can attribute 
their downfall and the unsuccessful end- 
ing of a quest that has taken them half 

. Way around the world. to one man. 

It was fitting that Borotra should have 
had the privilege of winning the match } 
that enabled his country to realize its 
goal of so many years. The outstanding 
figure of the first and second days of 
play. he rose to even greater heights 


yesterday in overcoming the giant who 

- had so ruthlessly disposed of his coun- 
tryman on Friday. It is not overstat- 
ing it when it is said that the playing 
yesterday of the Basque was not only 
of a higher order than anything he has 
previously shown in this country, but 
Was one of the greatest exhibitions of 
tennis ever given by any player in the 
United States. 

Considering the conditions under which 
the match was played, the performance 
of Borotra was all the more amazing. 
No championship event was ever held 
under more adverse weather conditions 
than was this one. In spite of the 
protection of tarpaulin covers, the court 
was soaked, ahd in spots water stood 
in puddles. When it was finally de- 
cided after a conference among the 

captains of the two teams and officials 
a the_United States Lawn Tennis As- 
sociation that the matches should be 
played, grounds men industriously went 
to work on the turf with brooms, sand 
and rollers, and the playing surface was 
made fairly safe, though Patterson, in 
the course of the match, lost his foot- 
ing and went — at full length, as 
also did Hawkes in the exhibition. 

Ordinarily a championship tennis 
match would never have been played 
unéer such conditions, but because of 
the fact that the challenge round is so 
near, the captains threw caution to the 
wind and ordered the play to go on. A 
thousané fans, pre with raincoats 
and umbrellas, gathered in the concrete 
stadium for the matches and sat through 
the rain and darkness that enveloped 
the court to the ené. Hundreds of tele- 
phone inquiries were received at the club

Patterson Drives Hard.

It was in the third set that Borotra’ 
rose to his greatest heights. . Such tennis 
as he played in this chapter was nothing 
short .of genius. Tilden at his best 
could hardly be more magnificent. ith 
perfect artistry and flawless stroking 
he blazed a trial that left destruction 
behind it. How he could have made so 
many remarkable shots as sped from his 
racquet was hardly conceivabie. It 
seemed that no man could stand up 
against the powerful drives and service 
of Patterson without cracking at some 
time, but Borotra never did.

Right to Be Proud of Borotra. 


France has a right to be proud that it 
could produce a player capable of ris- 
ing to such unassailable heights as 
Borotra achieved in this match. There 
must have been many in the gallery who 
envied Captain Decugis his privilege at 
the end of the match of throwing his 
arms around his smiling, unaffected 
teammate and, ‘in the old French 
fashion, bestowing a resounding kiss 
upon his cheek. Lacoste and Brugnon, 
no less happy'and even more exuberant 
than their veteran Captain, dashed out 
on the court and danced around the 
conquering hero who had jrought such 
glory to France. 

Tribute must be paid to ‘Pattereen for 
the wonderful fight he made to keep 
his country in the running. He was de- 
feated not because he did not play splen- 
did tennis, but because he was matched 
against a player imbued with a spirit 
that would not ‘be beaten and endowed 
with the strokes of a genius. Last year 
he disposed of Borotra in the’ interzone 
match at 6-3, 6-1, 6-3 in overwhelm- 
ing fashion, but it was a _ different 
Borotra who faced him yesterday. 

There was never a minute that Pat- 
terson lost heart, even when his mur- 
|derous smashes were coming back at 
him with discouraging regularity. With 
every ounce of strength in his great 
frame he sought to stem the tide, but it 
was a tidal wave that was carrying him 
to defeat and he was helpless to turn 
it back. Twice in the, third set he 
carried the score to deuce only to yield 
before those astonishing placements of 
Borotra that had him diving and spin- 
ning in a vain endeavor to get to the 
ball. Such tennis as the Australian 
played would have beaten many another 
of the world’s leading players, but 
Borotra was a Tilden yesterday.

A conclusive victory by Miss Aileen 
Riggin of the Women’s Swimming Asso- 
ciation in the Metropolitan A. A. U.

together by. the hemp-line of character- 
ization, provide the substance of Max- 
well Anderson’s picaresque drama ‘‘Out- 
side Looking In,’’ produced last evening 
at the Greenwich Village Theatre. 
Tramps, hobos, ‘‘bums’’ and one “‘sport- 
ing lady” swap. stories, threaten, 
wrangle, brawl, laugh, curse, tipple and 
‘@efy the law as a matter of honor and 
principle. For this three-act comedy is 
based on Jim Tully’s hobo autobiography 
entitled “Beggars of Life,’’ published 
within the past year, a book which finds 
its unity chiefly in the spirit of freedom 


and independence, and of courage and 
strength of these ragged birds of pas- 
sage—in overtones rather than in facts. 
Mr. Anderson’s play interpolates the 
incidents of that book freely; and with- 
out being unfaithful to its source pro- 
vides a tenuous thread of story to serve 
the purpose of form. The main interest, 
however, lies in this hobbledehoy group 
of characters, each one a separate entity, 
and in the sardonic humor of their hobo 
argot. Never were there such ragamuf- 
fins on the stage. 

To convey the quality of such a piece 
in a newspaper review is more than com- 
monly difficult. The cock-and-bull story 
concerning Little Red and Edna is only 
a minor part. Edna, the only woman in 
the play, has killed her stepfather, who 
had betrayed her. Little Red helps her 
to escape. ‘As luck would have it, they 
fall in with a gang of tramps at a hobo 
camp in North Dakota and jump a 
freight train bound west. The gang is 
discovered on board the “‘rattler,’’ but 
all escape to an abandoned shack in 
Montana: Eventually the “‘bulls’’ find 
them all here, all save Edna and Little 

. For before the “bulls” turn up 
Oklahoma Red, self-appointed leader of 
the gang, smuggles the young pair over 
the hill and gives them at least a fair 
head start. 

All this, however, is no more than a 
springboard to a. play that seeks to 
portray the rag, tag and bobtail of 
Vagrant life within the walls of the 
theatre. Mr. Anderson has not alto- 
gether succeeded; the gods of the stage 
are against that sort of broad and 
roaming life. But he has managed to 
keep his piece from becoming tedious, 
and by reproducing much of the dia- 
logue of Mr. Tully’s book he has man- 
aged to keep the humors fairly constant. 


“In designing the settings Mr. Throck- 


morton has given an illusive background 
to the bravado and comics of the piece. 
His last setting for the abandoned shack 
in Montana, made of rough boards with 
a rusty stove to one side, is an excel- 
lent piece of work. 

The humors of the dialogue (like those 
of ‘‘What: Price Glory’’ in which, it will 
be remembered, Mr. Anderson had a 
hand) are thiefly rough and sardonic 
These tramps are defiant, perverse trek- 
kers. Not only have they nohe of the 
comforts of civilization; they regard 
with contempt all those unimaginative 
citizens who devote their lives to achiev- 
ing comforts and maintaining them. Fo: 
instance, in the second act, set in a-box- 
car, they set up a “kangaroo” court, 
and try Little Red on several accounts. 
The prosecuting attorney, with his 
“britches” torn and his head fuming 


. with bad liquor, accuses Little Red of 


sleeping in beds, eating in restaurants, 
saving a girl from a life of sin, and 
several other irregularities. The court, 
with Oklahoma Red in the seat, “‘dis- 
penses with justice,’’ as he puts it, for 
he is eager to. keep his court well within 
the traditions of the courts he knows. 
For these crimes against freedom Little 
Red is sentenced to be kicked off the 
train. But» circumstances luckily aré on 
his side, and he remains. 

Again in the last act, the play rests 
itself for a little, while Baldy volunteers 
to cook the gang a little breakfast, by 
all the sacred laws of civilization a 
kind and generous thing to do. But 
good intentions do not stop the mouths 
of these roisterers; théy do not ruin 
their stomachs in the interests of good 
manners. While Baldy is mixing the 
flour and water for dropcakes they 
question his judgment and ability. ‘‘Isn’t 
the mixture too stringy?’’ asks one of 
them respectfully. ‘‘Have you ever done 
this before?’’ inquires another with a 
skeptical look. One announces that his 
private physician has put him on a diet, 
and warned him that the next dropcake 
he eats would kill him. And when 
Oklahoma Red puts one in his mouth he 
describes the event ironically as ‘‘an 
experience.’’ The airs these fellows give 
zthemselves, the fastidiousness of their 
choice of society, their makeshift codes 
of honor and what not, give color to 
And they are plain-spoken; 
théir oratorical style is politely de- 
scribed as billingsgate. 

Most of the vitality of. ‘‘Outside Look- 
ing In’’ comes from ‘the acting of 
Charles A. Bickford as Oklahoma Red. 
He is swaggering and burly, glib of 

tongue, mocking and reckless all at 
once. What had seemed much too gen- 


. tlemanly for a hobo play before he ap- 


peared on the stage, began to show color 
when he walked on, and throughout 


of, theve hobos; for as Mr. Tully and 
Mr. Anderson describe them they are 
rough and sullen rowdies:

An occasionally amusing and always 
synthetic farce is ‘‘Cradle Snatchers,” 
which came last night to the Music Box, 
hitherto devoted exclusively to musical 
comedy and revue.

Author's Enthusiasm Over Lon-

His Dorchester Townsmen.

By Wireless to THs New Yorn Times, 
LONDON, Sept. 7. — Thomas Hardy, 
grand old man of British 4etters, has 
finally decided to come to London for 
the stage production of his famous 
novel, ‘‘Tess of the D’Ubervilles,’’ which 


opened at Barnes’s Theatre tonight. 

At 85 years old Hardy has taken the 
liveliest interest in the production, even 
to the selection of the cast, and Philip 
Ridgeway, the producer,.received a let- 
ter from him ay saying that while 
he was advised by his physicians not to 
attend the premiere he firmly intended 
to see the play and probably would be 
present at Thursday's performance. 

Inhabitants of Dorchester — Hardy’s 
country—are displayitig dignified en- 
thusiasm over their See suishes towns- 
man’s play. Scores of them will come 
to London to see the play, although, liké 
Hardy himself, they have little use for 
the fetish of a London first night. 

At Max Gate, Hardy’s country seat, 
where he has lived forty years, life goes 
on as undisturbed by the twentieth cen- 
tury as any part of Britain. Natives of 
Dorset are much the sathe as when Téss 
lived fifty years ago. In the language 
of one Dorset man, railways, “by the 
blessing of Providence,’ ’ run around 
Dorset, but not through it, leaving the 
country untouched. 

It is estimated that fully 56,000 people 
were unable to obtain seats for the first 
perfofmance*and the theatre has been 
sold out for at least three weeks. The 
audience gave the piece an enthusiastic 
reception and particularly an evation to 
Miss Gwen Frangcon Davies, who scored 
a big triumph in the réle of Tess.

Mr. O’Brien is capital in most of the 
stretches, especially in the beginning. 
There is, however, one scene which it 
would be better to exclude, as. there is 
no sympathy with the expression one 
usually detects on the face of a love- 
sick man; it is all right with a woman, 
but it is apt to be too closely to comedy 
with a male character. He igs much 
safer in burying his head in his hands. 

This is a production which is thor- 
oughly enjoyable, and granted that 
Princesses.don'’t often run around as 
Miss Guggenslockers, it. nevertheless 
will appeal to most persons and also 
to others who may not care afterward 
to confess how diverting they found 
“‘Graustark.”’

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The German 


ing noticé on’ American holders of Ger- 
man industrial. and similar bonds that 
they must file with the debtor notice of 
claim. dnd proof. of their holdings by 
Dec. 28, 1925, to benefit. by revalu- 
ation of such debts under the German 
law. The statement says: . 

“The German law of July 16, 1925 
(aufwertungstgesetz), governing the re- 
valuation of such debts in Germany as 
were entered into before Feb. 14, 1924, 
and expressed in old German currency 
denomination (paper marks), and were 
thus affected by the currency deprecia- 
tion, sets forth in Paragraph 4 the rules 
governing the revaluation of industrial 
and like obligations ‘which have the’ 
character of a bonded debt of a private 
debtor (i. e., individual, partnership, 
concern or corporation). 

“Article 33.of the revaluation law pro- 
vides in general for a revaluation in 
gold, equal to 15 per cent. of the gold 
value of industrial and like bonds at the 
time of purchase. Holders who ac 
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quired such securities before July 1, 
1920, and who until now did not make 
disposition thereof, however, have in ad- 
dition to the revaluation a right to share 
in the net profits of the debtors’ enter- 
prise, made from and after July 1, 1925, 
or in the proceeds of sale, if liquidation 
took place, 

“Any holder of securities entitled and 
desirous to claim the right of sharing 
in the debtor’s profits is required by a 
provision of the revaluation law to give 
respective notice to the debtor and file 
with him proof of continuous ownership 
from July 1, 1920, until July 1, 1925. 

“As a rule this notice must be given 


within four weeks after the date,.on 
which the debtor has requested by pub- 
lic call the holders of securities to give 
such notice to him or his designee. The 
time limit set for holders who are not 
residents of any country of Europe is, 
however, fixed at four months. Prac- 
tically, this means that American hold- 
ers who are entitled and wish to share 
in the debtor’s profits, in addition to a 
revaluation of their holdings, are re- 
quired to file with the debtor the re- 
spective notice of claim and ‘proof of 
continuous ownership at any time before 
Dec. 28, 1925. This provision gives 
American holders ample time to take the 
necessary steps. 

“The German Government issued a 
decree on Aug. 29, 1925, setting forth the 
rules and scheme which the debtor must 
comply with in order to legally set in 
force the period of time within which 
notices of claim and proof of ownership 
must be filed wih him or his designee. 
It having been ascertained that any and 
all calls made by debtors prior to the 
issuance of the Government’s decree of 
Aug. 29, 1925, are void, all German 
debtors must repeat the public call in 
order to make the time limit legally ef- 
fective. For American holders this 
means an extension of time in all cases 
where a debtor, prior to Aug. 29, 1925, 
had already made a public call request- 
ing holders of his securities to give him 
notice of claim and file proof of con- 
tinuous ownership.”’ 


BERLIN, Sept. 7 (4).—To facilitate 
the revaluation and conversion of Ger- 
man industrial securities now held _ in 
the United States, the German Govern- 
ment plans to send a special commis- 
sioner to America ih the latter part of 
this month to work out methods for as- 
sisting American holders in the registra- 
tion and exchange of their bonds.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Announce- 
ment was made today by Secretary Mel- 


tember financing, which takes the 
shape of an. offering of nine months’ 
Treasury certificates of indebtedness in 
the sum of $250,000,000. This represents 
the first Treasury financing for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, during which the issue 
of a total of $1,125,000,000 of new Gov- 
ernment securities is planned. 

Current Government financing is in- 
fluenced somewhat by the certainty that 
Congress at: its coming session will pass 
a tax-reduction law. While the Decem- 
ber financing. will. be relatively large 
‘becayse of the greater volume ‘of ma- 
turities in that quarter, the sharp te- 
duction fn.the amount of securities to 
be issued this year as compared with 
the previous fiscal year discloses the 
Treasury's purpose to hold down its ob- 
ligations so that a further downward 
revision of taxes can be accomplished 
without interfering with Treasury op- 
erations. 

The first certificates will be dated 
Sept. 15, 1925, and mature June 15, 1926; 
and will bear interest at the rate of 3% 
pér cent. ‘Treasury certificatés matur- 
ing on Sept. 15 will be accepted for 
the new issue, but such subscriptions 
will not have preferred allotment. Sec- 
retary Mellon explained that the present 
offering is intended, with the balance |- 
already on hand and the September tax 

recepts, to cover the Treasury's fur- 

ther cash requirements until December, 

when further financing will be neces- 

sary. . 

September obligations of the Treasury 
consist of only one issue of securities 
maturing on the 15th, when about $250,- 
000,000 is to be redeemed, about $100,- 
000,000 of interest on the public debt 
and the usual cash requirements of the 
Government. For this the Treasury will 
have the $250,000,000 obtained from the 
September financing, and about” $345,- 
000,000 in income tax payments, which 
it is expected will be collected on the 
Sept. 15 instalment. The text of Secre- 
tary Mellon’s statement follows: 

“The Secretary of the Treasury, under 
the authority of the act approved Sept. 
24, 1917, as amended, offers for subscrip- 
tion at par and accrued interest through 
th@® Federal Reserve Banks. Treasury 
certificates of indebtedness of . Series 
TJ2-1926, dated and bearing interest 
from Sept. 15, 1925, .payable June 15, 
1926, with interest at the rate of 3% 
per cent. per annum, payable on a semi- 
annual basis. 

‘Applications will be received at the 
Federal Reserve Banks. . 
“Bearer certificates will be. issued in 
denominations of $500, $1,000, $5,000, 
$10,000 and $100,000. The certificates 
will have two interest coupons aftached, 
payable Dec. 15, 1925, and June 15, 1926. 
“The certificates of said series shall: 
be exempt, both as to principal and 
interest, from all taxation now or here- 
after imposed by the United States, any 
State or any of the possessions of the 
United States, or by sy local taxing 
authority except (a) estate or inherit- 
ance taxes, and (b) graduated additional 
income taxes, commonly known as sur- 
taxes, and excess profits and war 
profits taxes, now or hereafter imposed 
by the United States upon the incomé 
or profits of individuals, partnerships, 
associations or corporations. The inter- 
est on an amount of bonds: and cer- 
tificates authorized by said act ap- 
proved Sept. 24, 1917, and amendments 
thereto, the frincipal of which does not 
exceed in the aggregate $5,000, owned 
by any individual, partnership, associa- 
tion or corporation shall be exempt from 
the taxes provided for in clause (b) 
above. ’ 

“The certificates of this series will 
be accepted at par with an adjustment 
of accrued interest during such time and 
under such rules and regulations as shall 
be prescribed or approved by .the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in payment of 
income and profits taxes payable at the 
maturity of the certificates. The cer- 
tificates of this series will be acceptable 
to secure deposits of public mmeys, but 
will not bear the circulation privilege. 

“The right is reserved to reject any 
subscription and to allot less than the 
amount of certificates applied- for and 
to close the subscriptions at any time 
without notice, Thé Secretary of the 
Treasury also reserves the right to 
make classified allotments and allot- 
ments upon a graduated scale; and his 
action in these respects will be final.

DAVIS ADVOCATES 
INDUSTRIAL MERGERS 


Secretary of Labor Says They 
Would Eliminate Waste and As- 
sure Steady Employment. 





MOOSEHEART, Ill., Sept. 7 (#).—In- 
dustrial consolidation as a step to elimk- 
nate waste in production, assure steady 
employment, reduce costs and curb over- 
development was advocated tonight by 
Secretary Davis in his Labor Day ad- 
dress, broadcast from the Moose head- 
quarters station, WJJD. 

Laws which make economic consoli- 
dations illegal serve no public interest 


present-day industrial tendencies. Mr. 
Davis asserted. 

The Secretary warned against organ- 
ized: attempts to abolish the. prevailing 
system of selective immigration, urging 
friends-of the method to join him in an 
effort to make the present law more 
selective. ; coe 

In alluding incidentally to organised 
labor, he said that trade unteénisrt ‘ 1 
have hard sledding and a rough road 
to travel if it cannot itself adjust the 
jurisdictional dispute. The unions alone 
can settle that difficulty, and they 
should.”’ 

Secretary Davis cited’ the boot and 
shoe, bituminous mining, milling and 
transportation as industries in which 
vast economies might be effected by 
consolidations. 

“The greatest source of unemployment 
in this country is the over-development 
of industry,’’ he declared. 

Mr. Davis said 227, or 141% per cent., of 


try shipped 65 per cent. of the industry’s 
production. In this group each man 
produced an average of 1,696gpairs, val- 
ued at $5,833.77. This group alone, with 
steady employment, could produce all 
present requirements. in the next group 
of 738 plants, producing about 31 per 
cent. of the country’s shoes, the average 
production per worker was 1,380 pairs.

‘In other words, 14% per.cent. of the 
factories, employing 60.4 per cent. of the 
workers. now produce 65.6 per cent. of 
the output, and could, with steady work 
for 300 days a year, produce all the 
boots and shoes we need,’’ said Mr. 
Davis. . 

“The balance of these workers operate 
solely in an economic sénse to prevent 
any of the workers from getting a full 
year’s work; operate solely, from a la- 
bor point of view, to prevent any onc 
in the industry from earning a decent 
living.” 

Secretary Davis selected Illinois as a 
State in which typical conditions existed 
in the bituminous industry. He said 8 
of the most efficient of 338 shipping 
mines in the State, on the basis of 1924 
production, could have produced, had 
they been permitted to work 300 days, 
7,000,000 tons more-than all of the 338 
mines actually did ‘produce during ‘the 
year. ; . 

‘For the 338 mines, the average operat- 
ing time was 139 days for the year. ‘Ten 
per cent. operated less than 60 days. 
Only three-tenths of 1 per cent. operated 
270 days or more, 

“It may be that the law stands as a 
barrier to any remedy,” said Mr. Davis. 
“If so, I submit: that there must. be 
something wrong with the law. If- this 
waste cannot be stopped under existing 
laws, then let us have a law under which 
it can be stopped. . : es 

“The United States Steel Corporatio 
as a stock holding corporation has been 
permitted to gain such control as will 
enable it to stabilize the running time 
and output of fits plants, and in doing 
so it has been declared within its legal 
rights. . 

“For some time the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has been urging the 
railroad corporations to merge in certain 


the overhead expense. And yet we are 
told that any: such corporate control of 
coal mining would constitute a crime. 
“But, with a realization of, our own 
econoniic ills, I want to leave with you 
the thought that we are better off .in 
America today than is any other coup- 
try in the world.’’

_fiin the mightiest pine in a Pacific 
forest. In a single section of 1,000,- 
000 acres in the Klamath country which 
Was selected for experimentation it was 
Geclared that the lumber destroyed 
would have been enough to build not 
less than 8,000 American residences of 
average cost of $12,500 each. 

“Tt. is hard to conceive of a more 
gerious economical menace than this,”’ 
Was the testimony of Jackson Kimball, 
who appeared before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Lands today as the 
representative of the largest lumber in- 
terests in the United States. There are 
in'the three Pacific States and in Idaho 
and Montana somewhere between 125,- 
000,000 and 150,000,000 acres of timber 
lands, and the pine beetle, it was testi- 
fied, is today ravaging the forests in 
every one of these States. 

Mr. Kimball, whose testimony repre- 
gentatives of the National Forest Ser- 

“wide of the Federal Bureau of. Ento- 
mology said was a conservative presen- 
tation of the situation, declared that he 
would not dare estimate the loss in all 
the nationally and privately owned for- 
ests of the Western timber country on 
the lumber output, of whith he asserted 
the entire United States is now very 
largely dependent and on which, he 
added, the country will be more and 
more dependent as the years go on. 

“The thing is so staggering that I 
would not dare to give what I think

Experts Back Up Kimball. 


When Mr. Kimball left the witness 
chair, Mr. Patterson of the Federal En- 
tymology Bureau and E. N. Kavanagh, 
Assistant Director of the Forest Service 
for Oregon and Washington, both said 
that his testimony as to the magnitude 
of the beetle menace had not been ex- 
aggerated. 

It takes only a couple of good eyes 
to understand the destruction that is 
following the beetle invasion. Yesterday 
in the Crater Lake national areas THE 
New YorK TIMES correspondent saw 
hundreds of giant dead trees, which it

The committee looked over Crater 
Lake National Park yesterday. Senator 
Cameron declared it is a fine park and 
splendidly managed, even if an entrance 
fee of $2.50 per vehicle is charged. 

The committee left this afternoon for 
Portland, where a two days’ hearing 
will begin tomorrow.

GOVERNMENT TO. BATHE HIM. 


O’Dea Refused to Take Bath on the 
Adriatic, Officers Say. 


Thomas O’Dea, 42 years old, born in 
Ireland but a naturalized citizen of the 
United States, arrived yesterday on the 
White Star liner Adriatic and was taken 
off the ship at Quarantine by the Public 
Health officers and sent to Hoffman 
Island. ‘ He boarded the vessel at 
Queenstown on Aug. 30 with a third- 
class ticket and told fellow-passengers 
that he had refused to undergo a med« 
ical examination or be vaccinated by the 
American doctors on shore. He also 


complained about being asked to take a 
bath and: said that the United States 
Government had no more right to com- 
pel citizens traveling third class to take 
baths than those in the first or second 
cabins. ‘ 

Ship officers said that during the voy- 
age across 0’ urged his fellow-pas- 
sengers to- refuse to take baths before 
the Quarantine inspection. He declared 
‘also that the Adriatic’s officers said that 
each third class passenger embarking 
for the United States at Queenstown 
had to pay a fee of $1.25 for the med- 
ical inspection irrespective of nationality 
and claimed that this sum was d 
over to the Federal Government. 

Before leavin the ship yesterday 
O’Dea said that he was a school teacher 
in Brooklyn and gave his address as 135 
Pacific Street. fficiais at Quarantine 
said last’ night that O’Dea would be 
bathed at Hoffman Island today and 
then turned over,to the Immigration au- 
thorities at Ellis Island to have his rec- 
ord looked up.
